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ENGLISH BUY THIRD OF EXPORTS. 


Great Britain, as the best foreign customer, bought of the United States 
last year exports valued at over $578,000,000, more than Germany, Canada 
France, and the Netherlands combined, these four being our next best cus- 
tomers in the order named. Manufactured articles comprised $133,500,000 of 
England’s purchases here, the greater part being in grain, foodstuffs and raw 
materials. 

The total exports of manufactured goods from this country reached the 
‘inmense total of $719,000,000 in the calendar year just closed. 

In the distribution by countries and grand divisions the percentage which 
manufacturers form of the exports of course varies greatly, their proportion 
being naturally much smaller in the exports to Europe, the great manufactur- 
ing section of the world. It is interesting, however, to find that even in the 
exports tc Europe manufactures formed in the fiscal year, 1906, 26.78 per cent. 
of the total; to North America, 61.83 per cent. ; 


Asia, 74.93 per cent. ; to Oceanica, 84.74 per cent 
per cent. 


; to Africa, 65.64 per cent.; to 
., and to South Ameriea, 86.06 


Considering the principal countries, of the total exports of domestic prod- 


ucts to Argentina 98.6 per cent. was manufactures; of those to China, 96 per 


cent.; to Australia, 88.7 per cent.; to Brazil, 82.2 per cent.; to Mexico, 70.4 
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per cent.; to Canada, 61.9 per cent.; to Cuba, 55.2 per cent., and even in the 
exports to the United Kingdom and Germany, the share which manufactures 
formed of the total was over 23 per cent. in each ease. 

According to the figures obtained and tabulated by the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Department of Commerce and Labor, Europe imported $1,189,254,885 
of domestic products from this country, Asia $104,804,873, South America 
$74,745,598, Oceania $35,060,348, and Africa $19,541,511. Of manufactured 
products, Europe took $318,503,047, Asia $78,530,251, South America $64,- 
328,906, Oceania $29,711,707 and Africa $12,827,488. 

The enormous growth in American trade with its non-contiguous territories 
in the last calendar year, as contrasted with the preceeding one, is shown in 
figures compiled by the bureau of statistics of the department of commerce 
and labor made on Feb. 15. This commerce aggregates $131,000,000, compared 
with less than $100,000,000 in 1904. 

Of this trade $59,000,000 consisted of merchandise shipped to those terri- 
tories, and $72,000,000 of merchandise received from them. In addition 
Alaska sent more than $18,500,000 worth of gold, its own production, and 46,- 
500,000 of foreign gold, principally from the British territory adjacent. 

About $22,000,000 worth of merchandise went to Porto Rico, $17,500,000 
to Alaska, $12,500,000 to Hawaii, and $7,000,000 to the Philippines. 

The following figures show how American shipments of merchandise have 
increased in 1906, as compared with 1904: 

Porto Rico, from $12,000,000 to $22,000,000; Alaska, from $11,560,000 to 
$17,500,000 ; Hawaii, from $11,000,000 to $12,500,000, and to the Philippines, 
from $5,000,000 to a little over $7,000,000. 

Shipments of merchandise from noncontiguous territories to the United 
States during the same period have increased as follows: Hawaii, from $25,- 
500,000 to nearly $30,000,000; Porto Rico, from $14,000,000 to $20,750,- 
000; Alaska, from $10,500 to $12,000,000, while in the case of the Philippines 
there is a slight reduction. Of gold received from Alaska the total of domestic 
production was, in 1904, $9,000,000, and in 1906, $18,500,000. 


INSOLVENCIES SHOW INCREASE. 


Commercial failures in the United States during the month of January, 
according to statistics compiled by R. G. Dun & Co., numbered 1,355 and in- 
volved $13,628,126 of defaulted liabilities. In the corresponding month last 
year there were 1,112 failures and the indebtedness was $11,952,455. There 
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was also some increase over the failures two years ago, but much improvement 
is shown in comparison with 1904, and on the whole the insolvencies last month 
were about normal for a time of the year when annual settlements usually 
eliminate weak coneerns. Manufacturing failures were 265 against 220 last 
year, while liabilities of $6,064,564 compared with $3,125,038. This class sup- 
plied the increase in amount of indebtedness over last year’s figures. Trading 
failures numbered 1,058, with liabilities of $6,799.517, against 859 failures 
last year, when the amount involved was $5,565,384. There were 32 other com- 
mercial failures against 33 last year and the amount involved was $764,045, 
against $3,262,033. Noteworthy improvement appears in the amount of de- 
faulted indebtedness in this section, which embraces brokerage, real estate, 
insurance, and similar occupations. Banking failures were three in number 
and $118,000 in amount, against two failures last year for $47,094. Consider- 
ing the pace at which business was progressing during 1906 and the extremely 
high money market that often interfered with a prompt inerease in available 
capital, it would not have occasioned surprise if a much larger increase had 
appeared in suspensions last month. 

Detailed comparison of the manufacturing insolvencies shows that losses 
were well distributed, only four out of fourteen occupations recording smaller 
liabilities than in the corresponding month last year. These four were cloth- 
ing, glass and earthenware, liquors and tobacco, and milling. In these cases 
the change in amount of liabilities was small, but in many cases where au in- 
crease occurred the difference was extensive. Thus, in the cotton industry 
there were seven failures involving $985,000, whereas in January, 1906. noi 
a single insolvency was reported. This is the more remarkable because of the 
exceptional prosperity recently enjoyed in that industry, and it is evident that 
the defaults were due to special conditions. Similarly in the iron and steel 
industry, liabilities were much heavier than in the same month last year, al- 
though the volume of business is still so great that slow deliveries are con- 
stantly causing complaint. In the lumber manufacture losses were also much 
heavier than a year ago, and there was an increase of about $300,000 in the 
miscellaneous class, which includes all manufacturing occupations other than 
the fourteen general divisions. Separation of chemicals and drugs from paints 
and oils shows that all the failures were in the former division, and slightly 
exceeded liabilities in both classes in 1906, before the new classification was 
begun. 

Trading failures increased moderately as to amount of liabilities, but the 


most striking change in this division was in the number of defaults. Of gen- 
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eral stores there were 65 more failures, in groceries and meats the number 
was 70 larger, while 37 more miscellaneous failures occurred. Ten of the 14 
trading divisions recorded larger liabilities than a year ago, the only classes 
showing improvement being hotels and restaurants, liquor and tobacco, dry 
goods, and hats. In these four occupations the decrease in liabilities was not 
of great size, while in clothing an increase of about $400,000 was reported 
and in the miscellaneous still more, but the net result of all trading sus- 
pensions indicated a more satisfactory month than in the manufacturing occu- 
pations. Separation of chemicals and drugs from paints and oils indicates 
that most of the loss oceurred in the former class, which provided 45 per cent. 
more liabilities than in both classes for the same month last year. 

Separation of the few large failures from the great bulk of normal sus- 
pensions shows that over half of the total manufacturing loss was provided 
by 14 failures, and for the remaining 251 defaults the average liability was 
$10,596. This compares with a similar average of $8,735 in the corresponding 
month last year, but is considerably below the average for the preceding 
twelve years. There were only four trading failures with liabilities of over 
$100,000, aggregating $788,998, leaving an average of $5,702 for each of the 
remaining 1,054 bankruptcies. In the same month last year the average was 
$5,741, and this is about the normal figure for recent years. In the month of 
January for the three years 1894-6, inclusive, the average was over $7,000. 
Of all commercial failures there were 22 large ones last month, which suppliec 
$4,664,050 of the total defaulted indebtedness of the month, and after de- 
ducting these figures from the aggregate there remain 1,333 failures, with an 
average of $6,725, against $6,431 in the same month last year, and over $7,000 
as the average for the preceding decade. 

Insolvencies in the Dominion of Canada during January were 104 in num- 
ber and $874,219 in amount of liabilities, a substantial improvement com- 
pared with 147 failures in the same month last year, when liabilities amounted 
to $1,178,730. Manufacturing losses were 26 in number and $462,968 in 
amount, against 34 failures last year for $563,083. There were 78 trading 
failures, with liabilites of $409,501, against 105 failures last year for $480,- 
747. The decrease in number as compared with last year’s figures is much 
more striking than the change in amount of liabilities. A deferred statement 
provided $1,750 of liabilities in the class embracing all other commercial fail- 


ures, while in the same month last year seven failures in this division supplied 
$134,900 liabilities. 
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THE LOST DEPOSITS. 


When the bank closed there were in the neighborhood of three-quarters 
of a million dollars in deposits. Now it is a peculiar feature of banking that 
while only a small portion of these deposits were in actual money in the vaults 
of the institution at one time, yet as long as the hank remained open they 
were all available and performed to the full the function of that much money 
saved and stored by the community. Therefore, when the bank stopped pay- 
ment, it stopped payment not on a part but on all these deposits. And the 
result was the absolute tying up for an indefinite period of this much money. 
It was as if the community had sent the whole sum out of its vicinity and 
could not get it back for a long time. Indeed, it was, we will suppose, sent out 
of the community on a long wild chase after fortune for the derelict 
officers of the bank, and could not ever return. It was lost, and the community’ 
instead of waiting till it could be realized by the sale of bank securities, 
realized at least in part, must go to work and earn the sum over again. So 
that the only rellief to the depression which followed in the wake of the fail- 
ure was in the next succeeding crop or in the output of the manufacturing 
enterprises of the town. 

Now seven hundred and lfty thousand dollars is but a small part of the 
property or even the capital of such acommunity. Yet it is a large part of the 
available capital. And for this reason it pinches in all directions. The rich 
man finds himself at a temporary loss for available funds to carry on his 
eustomary life; the poor man finds his little all gone and nothing to take its 
place. So that the sudden withdrawal of all the money of a community is an 
almost irreparable, disaster. And a sense of this but increases the responsibil- 
ity of the banker. 

As long as the bank is open the flow of deposits through it renders all 
this vast sum of money ready for use. The writing of checks which serve the 
purpose of cancelling indebtedness, which make one man’s credit with another 
pay his own debts, and this process indefinitely extended through the crossing 
of the checks behind the counters of the bank, accomplishes this fact. All the 
money is on hand though it is not. The paradox is plain to the mind of the 
banker if not to that of the layman. And the loss of it is most plain to the 
community. 

A pays B and B pays C and C pays D, and it is all done by checks, and no 
money passes. Simply, there is a transfer of book credits. It is in this way 
that the large fund is always ready for use. The small stream of actual cash 
which flows into and out of the bank represents in its activity the great mass. 
This is theoretically held in the coffers of the bank, but in reality is loaned 
out, and is in securities. In fact the depositing of checks always raises the 


level of deposits beyond the actual money existent in a given community. 
Vou. XXXIV. No. 3-3. 
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But the fact we wish to dwell on is that the cessation of the bank stops the use 
of this money and credit, and brings with it the consequent paralyzation of 
business throughout the whole range of the bank’s influence. 

Is it any wonder that the conscientious banker feels the responsibility of 
managing so delicate an organism as a bank? Is it any wonder that he sails 
close to shore and never departs from the well established principles of bank- 
ing? Is it any wonder that the state, having granted a charter to the insti- 
tution, shall hold the right of supervision in the interests of the depositors? 
Is it any wonder that the banker is the most trusted man in the community ? 

What are the results?) The channels of trade run dry. There is no money 
to pay for daily labor. The merchant cannot collect his bills. The farmer 
cannot move his crops. The factory cannot pay its hands. The stock man 
cannot buy his cattle for feeding. Everywhere, there is immediate want. 
True, so elastic is credit that if another bank exist in the community, it, to a 
great extent, can take the place of the closed one. But if there are no divi- 
dends on these deposits the time will be long in that community before the 
effects of the failure are overcome. 

And to those who have worked hard and hoarded their labor, putting it 
into money and loaning it to the bank on time deposits, this life will not re- 
pair the disaster. Age goes to penury and the widow loses her mite. The 
orphan loses the patrimony of one who for long labored and saved that a be- 
which have never brought a solitary return and which now are but so many 
loved child might have an easier time than its parent. The pleasures as well 
as the needs of life are to go wanting for many a long day. The proposed 
journey must be given up. The actual interest which furnished the table is 
more. Men and women must begin life over again, and all because the banker 
has been recreant to his trust. 

No wonder that there are dire threats in the community. No wonder that 
the whispers are curses. No wonder that men regret that they did not spend 
in folly what they entrusted to the sober care of another who betrayed the 
trust. And no wonder that while men are willing to let the law take its course, 
there is never again a home in the affections of the people for the man who 
has allowed a bank to fail on his hands, or who has by his spending sent it to 
ruin. No wonder that the banker is the most detested of men after the bank 
has closed. 

It is idle to speculate on what might have been. But the closing of a bank 
is a calamity which a community feels for years to come. How many new en- 
terprises might have been inaugurated had the bank kept its pace no one 
ean say. We can know that the natural energy of man would have created 
many had the means been available. There is an ingenuity to devise, which 
needs but the money necessary at the critical time. All this must be curtailed 
if not altogether stopped. 

But the worst evil is the curtailment of the businesses which are under way. 
Of course when the bank fails all notes must be paid at maturity. For this 
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reason there are many industries immediately tributary and dependent upon 
the bank which must go down. They do go down, and we note the ruin which 
the failure spreads in its wake. But the crimping of others! The withdraw- 
ing of help from fledgeling enterprises that must languish a time and then 
die! This we do not see so clearly. 

The effect is unmistakable to the careful and thoughtful observer. The 
failure of a bank in a community is far more to be deplored than the failure 
of a crop. You may argue that the crop is worth the more money. But such 
is the power and the cumulative energy of the bank, that, when it is lost, all 
the pent energy in the active dollar is lost, and the effect on the fortunes of 
the community is dire. And again, when the crop fails there is the thought 
that fate has ordered it so. But when the bank fails it is known that the 
failure is most often because of the incompetency or the rascality of the bank’s 
officers. 


And with this knowledge there comes that insiduous distrust of a fellow- 
man which works to make a man hate business, and lose faith in the good luck 
which should attend him. This result of the failure acts again on the indi- 
vidual. 


In the face of the loss of their own money, and that of their neighbors, 
in the face of the drying up of the fount of credit, men become listless and 
do not try as hard as they are wont to do. In this way paralysis falls on the 
man. Not.only do the wheels of industry stop, or revolve more slowly, but 
the man becomes incompetent to run the business which does invite him. He 
sees SO many men ruined, that he feels the spirit of ruin abroad in the land. 
Men owe each other and cannot pay. The agents of outside corporations 
come into the community and try in vain to collect their bills. Public sub- 
scriptions for public works are not to be thought of. Mining, and like ven- 
turesome enterprises are dull and discarded. Even the steady plodding toiler 
and merchant cannot find the same life about him there was before the bank 
closed its doors. And why? Because the three quarters of a million dollars 
of deposits have been utterly lost in the twinkling of an eye. The whole blow 
has fallen in a moment. There has been none of the tightening of the times 
which warn men of disaster. The bank failed when everybody thought it in 
perfect condition. And the whole of the sum of its deposits were swept out 
of sight in one day. Hungry faces peered at the notice on the door. But not 
a dollar of that vast sum was available for any transaction. From the mo- 
ment the hour struck the community must begin over again. In time the 
debt of one could be made to cancel the debt of another. But as for the 
deposits, they are irretreivably gone once the body of the notes in the bank 
are found to be pledged to pay great loans in out-of-town quarters. The man 
who owes the bank must pay. But the bank cannot pay. It has transferred 


the good toil and credit and property of the community to the enterprises 
wildeat defaulters. 
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There is a certain volume of credit between individuals which is also 
curtailed by the failure of the bank. The amount of this is not easy to 
determine, but that it is large must be admitted. The sympathetic trust, 
which has been so rudely shaken, operates to make individuals and firms 
loan to one another. But if the banker cannot be trusted, who can? And 
the answer is that men are shy of one another, and do not trust each other as 
they did formerly. This is one of the evils of the failure which we do not 
at first appreciate. 

And in this matter of sympathy and belief, the effect is marked in another 
direction. The spirit of distrust awakens a resentment and an envy which 
makes for the roughness of the business world. Men drive harder bargains 
than is their wont. They do not allow for the interferences which often come 
between the making of the contract and its completion. They are harder and 
more cruel. They must have the letter of the bond. It is the sternness of 
necessity which compels them. And so in a spiritual way, as well as a ma- 
terial, the bank failure works untold evil on the community. Not only the 
debts between individuals must be paid, but no new ones are created on the 
easy trust of former times. 

As for the banking business itself, the loss of deposits, is never forgotten. 
Men begin to hoard as misers and the volume of money is smaller for years 
because of this. The banker is looked upon with distrust. Some men never 
regain their respect for’ the institution or for the men who run it. They 
speak slightingly, and they arrange their affairs so that there is never much 
money on hands. The lost deposits are never regained. ‘They serve the 
purpose of destroying more than themselves. CHARLES W. STEVENSON. 


NEW IDEAS FOR CURRENCY REFORM. 


I feel that’ a safer and a more practical plan for providing for a flexible 
currency or credit than any suggested, and one that could be more easily 
perfected, as it would be more for the benefit of all the banks and the country 
in general, would be: 

That State bank credit associations be formed by the respective banks 
of each State, National, State, or private, by States or groups of States; that 
each association maintain a permanent headquarters and a secretary; that the 
banks be assessed for the current expenses of maintenance proportionate to 
their capital and surplus. 

Then when a bank in any State is unable to secure the necessary funds for 
its legitimate business through its regular channels, then it may apply to the 
association. Then the association Discount or Credit committee would be im- 
mediately convened, and if the applicant bank was entitled to credit and the 
local and general conditions justified it and the the collateral was sufficient, 
the association would accept such collateral against the bank’s obligation, 
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and against the same the association would issue its certificate of indebted- 
ness bearing a fixed rate of interest, and immediately through the public press 
advertise the certificate for sale to the highest bidder, for cash, and turn the 
eash over to the local applicant bank; the local bank to pay a certain percent- 
age higher rate, such difference to help meet the expenses of the association in 
securing the cash. 

All the banks of the State association, severally and jointly, to be held 
responsible for the association’s certificate and as between its members in 
ease of loss, each bank to bear the loss proportionate to its capital and sur- 
plus. 

To make these certificates equivalent to immediate cash at all times, the 
National Treasurer to cash them on demand. 

The effect of such a plan, perfected by law, would be equivalent to the 
Government saying to the people: ‘‘You own or control the money of the 
country, and if you withdraw your money from the channels of trade from 
where you obtained it and lock it up for mercenary purposes, thereby creating 
a monetary stringency, or through fear of losing it, then the Government 
will step in and supply the money against the security behind the certificate 
and get the interest until the banks or the people are ready to unlock their 
dead money and take the certificate back from the Government and earn the 
interest.’’ On return of the money to the Government the Goverment to 
permanently cancel the same. 

It would make a monetary panic or stringency practically an impossibility, 
as, with the Government guarantee, money would flow most freely and quickly 
from where it would be most plentiful to where most needed, and keep it in 
free circulation, as all would feel safe. 

It would bring about a more uniform rate of interest throughout the 
country. 

It would allow the banks to loan more freely and closer to its reserve 
limit. It would possibly justify a fixed reduction of the reserve limit. 

It would relieve the banks and borrowers on ample collateral, and the 
country in general of much anxiety. 

As it is to-day; the country is doing business on practically a eall loan 
basis, which makes uneasiness for all, as no one knows at what moment a 
fear may seize the people and cause them to withdraw their money from 
deposit in the bank, or that a set of men cause the withdrawals of money 
through a far different motive. 

The Government is the people, and the money produced by the people 
should be kept flowing in the channels of trade, in order that they may rea- 
lize the fullest benefit of same, and the Government should be able to see 
to it that it is kept there. If we do not use it, why have it? 

The Government could protect itself by all of the banks in the association, 
whether National State, or private, being subject to inspection by the Gov- 


ernment, to determine the solvency of the association as a whole. As soon 
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as the association contemplated issuing certificates, then the Government 
would be immediately notified and immediately make an investigation as to 
the solvency of the applicant bank. 

When the Government felt that the general or local conditions did not 
warrant the association in issuing its certificate, then the Government would 
so notify such association that they should not issue further certificates; or 
that the Government could notify the public that it would not stand sponsor 
for such certificates after that date. 

The relief plans as proposed by the National Bankers’ Association pre- 
sented to Congress, are solely for the direct benefit of the larger National 
banks in the larger money centers. I consider that the smaller National banks, 
the State and private banks, and the smaller money centers are, proportionate 
to their capital, as safe if not safer, and in the aggregate represent the larger 
and the more legitimate wealth-producing interests of the country, and that 
they should be the ones to receive the more direct benefit from the action of 
Congress than those who have already accumulated their millions. 

I question the policy, from a safety standpoint and the interests of the 
country in general of a plan whereby the larger banks in the larger moneyed 
centers being allowed to issue, manufacture, money at the pleasure of each 
bank independently. 

My plan practically says to all banks produce the security or collateral 
first, then the necessary relief for legitimate purposes will be forthcoming if 
approved by its State association and the Government. 

The plan proposed by the National Bankers’ Association, as I understand 
it, is just the reverse or equivalent to asking a special privilege, all to them- 
selves, for producing, manufacturing money of you please, first, each inde- 
pendently of the other, in restricted amounts, however, and then each inde- 
pendently decide what it shall be invested in. D. C. IMBovEN. 


NATIOTAL BANK RESERVES LARGER. 


National bank statements of Jan. 28 on the advance finance issued by the 
comptroller by cities and states show an increase in cash resources, which in- 
dicates that some portion of the large gain in currency has reached the banks. 
The returns thus far comprise over one-third of the aggregate deposits of the 
country. The thirty-one reserve cities and states show only eight under the 
legal reserve, comparing with fourteen a year ago. Only four reserve cities 
report decreases from last year. Western cities that have been engaged in 
real estate operations show the effect in declines of the reserve. However, 
the lower prices of wheat and corn during the season may be the principal 
cause. 

The aggregate individual deposits show a loss of $285,000,000, but this 
arises largely from the peculiar conditions in New York city, where the loss 
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compared with January, 1906, is $291,000,000, and this is curiously explained 
by the sluggishness of the stock market, the clearing-house checks held at the 
date of the statement being only $70,000,000, comparing with $350,000,000 
a year ago, which leaves the net deposits about the same. Outside of New 
York there is a small deposit gain in the aggregate. The loans are at an ad- 
vance of $166,000,000, or 814 per cent., over a year ago, indicating no relax- 
ation in the demand for money. 


INDIANA HAS NEW DEPOSITORY BILL. 


A new public depository bill was launched in the Indiana Senate last 
month, adding to the burdens of the subcommittee from both Houses, which 
has a number of depository bills under consideration. The new bill creates 
boards of trustees to consist of public officers to take charge of the funds 
of State, counties and cities and to place them in bank. 

The Governor, treasurer of state and auditor of state shall constitute 
the board of trustees which will take charge of the State funds. The Board 
of County Commissioners of each county and the county treasurer and county 
auditor will take charge of the county funds. In cities having a population 
of more than 10,000 the board shall consist of the mayor, city treasurer and 
city clerk. In addition there shall be a board to have charge of the school 
funds. The Board of School Trustees or school commissioners shall consti- 
tute this board. 

These boards shall have power to select depositories for the public funds, 
and the depositories selected shall furnish surety satisfactory to the board. 

All deposits other than time deposits are to bear 144 per cent interest 
a year on daily balances. Deposits for ninety days are to bear 2 per cent. 
interest per annum and those for six months to draw 3 per cent. interest 
per annum. No deposit is to be made for a period longer than six months. 

Not more than 25 per cent. of the fund under control of the State board 
is to be placed in one depository and not more than 50 per cent. of the funds 
in the control of other boards are to be placed in one depository. 

It provides aso that treasurers intrusted with public funds are to make 
monthly reports to the boards having control of the funds, giving the con- 
dition of the funds and the amount in each depository. The treasurer also 
is to report any fact which may have come to his knowledge with reference 
to the solvency of the depositories. Funds are to be placed in the deposito- 
ries on the first Monday in each month. 

Penalty for violation of the act is severe. Any publir officer who shall 
violate any provision shall be subject to a fine not to exceed $1,000 or im- 
prisonment in the State Prison from one to five years, or both, in the discre- 
tion of the court or jury trying such ease. 
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DEPRECIATION MARKED IN WALL STREET. 


From the high point in January, sixteen active railroad stocks in Feb- 
ruary declined from 4% points in Rock Island to 3714 in Northern Pacific, 
or to an average extent of nearly $20,000,000 on the capitalization value of 
each road involved. Taking into account the changed dividend yields, present 
prices of the most important securities are on an average little removed 
from the lowest level reached during 1903.

The above figures show an unusual depreciation in the value of stock ex- 
change securities. In reviewing this situation a Wall street banker said: 
‘‘This demonstrates that the curative process for the excessive inflation of 
values and credit is making considerable progress. | How much further it 
will go is entirely a matter of conjecture. “The sharp breaks of the last two 
weeks have caused heavy losses to be incurred, but these have generally fallen 
on those best able to bear them, and not upon the class of small speculators. 
A good many speculative accounts have been closed by the losses occurring 
since Jan. 1, and the situation has been correspondingly improved, the de- 


elines thus far having met with no visible resistance from controlling inter- 
ests.”’

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INDUSTRIAL SITUATION IN RUSSIA. 


Members of the administration of the Russo-Chinese Bank have sent to 
their New York representative a review of the political, industrial and 
financial situation in Russia, which is, in part, as follows: 

‘‘Unfortunately the crop in the eastern part of the empire has not been 
satisfactory. Although, according to the report of the Central Committee of 
Statistics, the total average is only 11 per cent. below that of 1905. this 
decrease is not distributed generally, but concerns only a few provinces, 
which consequently require assistance by the government. For this purpose 
eighty million rubles have been assigned, of which fifteen millions are realized 
from reductions in certain expense items of the budget of 1906 and thirty- 
four millions from the issue of 4 per cent. bonds, which were not on the 
market, having been absorbed by the savings hanks. The balance of thirty- 
one millions must be charged to the budget for 1906. 

‘*In spite of the partial crop failure, the collection of the taxes is satis- 
factory. During the first eight months of 1906 the receipts reached 1,413 
million rubles, against 1,296 millions for the corresponding period of 1905, 
representing an increase of 117 million rubles. Likewise the receipts of the 
government railways have shown up very favorably. During the first eight 
months of 1906 the receipts on all government roads amounted to 312 million 
rubles as against 290 millions in 1906. 

**As for the condition of the budget, the sum is as follows: On January 
1, 1906, the deficit and war expenses not yet covered amounted to 811 mil- 
lion rubles. To this figure must be added unforeseen expenses not provided 
for in the budget, and the expenses of 80 million rubles for aiding the 
peasant population which has suffered by crop failure. Therefore the total 
amount of the deficit and of the expenses rose to 941 million rubles. 

‘*On the other hand the following resources are available: (a) Amount 
realized on the 5 per cent. loan of 1906, 677,000,0000 rubles; (b) receipts for 
the first eight months in excess of budget estimate, 117,000,000 rubles; (c) 
amount realized on the 4 per cent. bonds lately issued, 34,000,000 rubles; 
(d) reductions made in the budget of the year 1906, 20,000,000 rubles; (e) 
eredits not used, account of budget of 1905, now cancelled and to be turned 
over to the resources of the treasury; according to the reports of the im- 
perial control, the amount of these credits is not lesst han 23,000,000 rubles. 

“‘The total assets, therefore, are 871,000,000 rubles. Consequently the 
deficit amounts to 70,000,000, which should be easily covered either by the 
larger receipts expected for the last months of the year or else by treasury 


honds, so that the government would require credit facilities only to a com- 
paratively small extent. 
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CALLS CREDIT CURRENCY UNSAFE.2 23% 


Unsound, unsafe, unparalleled, and dan- 
geous were the adjectives used by A. J. 
Frame, president of the Waukesha, Wis., 
National bank, in discussing the recently 
published plan of the currency committee 
of bankers in an address delivered last 
month before the Milwaukee chapter of 
the American Institute of Bank Clerks. 
The plan outlined by Mr. Frame, who is 
well known in the west, will permit banks 
of $25,000 capital, of which there are some 
6,000 in the country, to secure permission 
to issue $25,000 in bank notes by deposit- 
ing one-fifth of that amount and by pay- 
ing the government 3 per cent interest. Un- 
der the present law national banks may is- 
sue notes only for the amount of govern- 
ment bonds which they deposit and not to 
exceed the amount of their capital. 

‘‘T consider the proposition to issue 
eredit currency or I. O. U.’s subject to a 
small 3 per cent tax, and without full col- 
lateral, as proposed, unsound, unsafe, un- 
paralleled, and positively dangerous,’’ 
said Mr. Frame. ‘‘I respectfully challenge 
any member of the American Bankers’ 
association committee or any advocate of 
asset currency to point to a single pro- 
gressive country on earth where small, in- 
dependent banks are allowed to issue cur- 
rency with 5 per cent collateral and 95 
per cent fiat. 

‘‘T challenge any man to prove that 
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easy methods of currency issue have not 
been disearded in all progressive nations. 

‘*T challenge any man to disprove the 
fact that only great centralized banks, 
with large reserves and rigid restrictions 
as to loans, in all progressive nations are 
allowed to issue currency at all, with but 
few exceptions where charters have not 


expired and right to issue is limited under 
restrictions. 


**T challenge any man to prove that the 
method of redemption proposed, which the 
asset curreney advocates claim as the cru- 
cial test of sucess or failure, has any par- 
allel on earth or any practical assurance 
that it will work. 

‘“The theorists have harped so long that 
even the Washington committee, composed 
largely of good busy bankers, most of 
them, I fear, do not digest carefully these 
difficult problems, draw erroneous conclu- 
sions. One of these fallacies is that a de- 
posit is practically the same thing as a 
credit note, such as it is proposed to issue. 
T deny it. A deposit is represented by cap- 
ital, even if it is the result of a customer’s 
giving his note, and it is placed to his 
eredit at the bank. He will not give his 
note, drawing interest, unles he expects 
to check against it at once. Therefore, if 
the bank has loaned out its capital and de- 
posits and only holds its proper reserve, 
if it takes its customer’s note at 5 to 6 per 
cent and swaps I. O. U.’s for the note in 
order to extend him a loan, that is ‘kit- 
ing.’ That is what we would eall it if an 
individual did it. Or, if the bank loans 
out all its assets and a depositor draws for 
his money, or a country bank asks its city 
correspondent to send cash at its credit 
with which to move the crops, if the bank 
issues its own I. O. U.’s, that is a clear case 
of bankruptcy.’’ 

Mr. Frame spoke of the banking con- 
ditions in England, France, Germany, Aus- 
tralia, and other countries in which only 
the state bank is permitted to issue notes, 
and that those are well protected by un- 
limited liability of the stockholders. In 
each of these cases branch banks are main- 
tained to redeem the notes. In ease the 
present plan is adopted and formulated 
into a law the small banks would keep its 
notes out, he said, and send them as far 
away as possible to retard redemption, 
thereby extending its credit for as long 
a time as possible. He advocated that no 
less than 5 per cent interest should be paid 
the government, believing that under such 
a system there would be no object for 
banks to issue the notes, unless in times 
of stringency when the interest paid the 
government would be as great as the pro- 
fits and no inducement would remain to 
keep the I. O. U.’s out. 
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COMPTROLLER IS AUTHORITY. 


The United States comptroller’s office is 
pleased with the law requiring the savings 
banks to make reports, but it is the candid 
opinion that the law does not go far enough. 
It is almost certain that the comptroller 
will make recommendations in his coming 
annual report asking for further restric- 
tions on wistrict of Columbia savings banks 
if the intention of congress is to be fully 
carried out. 

As the law stands, the savings banks are 
required to make reports as to their condi- 
tion when national banks are asked for re- 
ports, and it is within the province of the 
comptroller to take charge of the banks 
when they are found to be insolvent. Ex- 
cept in these two points, however, the sav- 
ings banks are not under the same restric- 
tions as national banks, and do not have to 
undergo the same careful supervision. 

In the case of a national bank, if the ex- 
aminers of the comptroller’s office find that 
the officials are making unsuitable or illegal 
loans that are likely to imperil the institu- 
tion it is within the province of the comp- 
troller to call the attention of the bank to 
the matter and have a change made. In 
the case of the district savings banks the 
comptroller has no authority to make sug- 
gestions pertaining to their business. 

In one or two cases the banks are 
branches of outside institutions and send 
their money away from Washington to the 
home concerns for investment. The comp- 
troller has no authority to make suggestions 
of any sort pertaining to this or any other 
practice. 


ENGLISH VALUES SHRINK. 


It is a long time since we have had to 
record so severe a shrinkage in the value 
of public securities as that which has taken 
place since the end of last May. The pres- 
ent calculation covers a period of two 
months instead of one. But even so, the 
decline which has taken place in values in 
every department of the stock exchange is 
sufficiently serious, our representative list 
ot stocks showing a net depreciation of no 
less than £45,000,000 sterling. 


In no department has the depression been 
more pronounced than in that for British 
and other first-class securities, while next in 
order foreign government securities, notably, 
of course, Russian bonds, have led the gen- 
eral downward movement in prices. To 
enumerate the causes which have produced 
this severe shrinkage in the value of pub- 
lie securities, which has extended over so 
long a period and has been so greatly 
marked during the past two months, would 


be to occupy many pages; and it must suf- 
fice to say that, primarily, markets have been 
affected by the disquieting position in Rus- 
sia; the uncertainty as regards the financial 
position in the United States; the continued 
realization of stocks by insurance companies 
here and abroad to meet the San Francisco 
losses; and the general feeling of unrest 
and distrust occasioned by the attitude of 
our own government toward colonial af- 
fairs, and all matters at home which affect 
the relations between capital and labor. 


Bank shares are a little lower on balance, 
some people possibly having expected that 
increased profits for the past half year 
would have meant some addition to the divi- 
dend distributions. Insurance shares have 
also given way further on the knowledge 
that the original estimates of the losses 
sustained through the conflagration at San 
Francisco were by no means exaggerated. 
The few favorable movements and brewery 
issues.—London Bankers’ Magazine. 





WAGE AND SAVING STANDARD. 


The standard of the people’s income and 
therefore of their living depends largely 
on their saving standard. The saving 
standard depends on the ambition of the 
people to better themselves. This ambition 
is shown in the use made by the public of 
banks and banking privileges. On the 
18th of June last the American people had 
6,053 national banks in operation. The lia- 
bilities of these banks, outside of stock- 
holders and the national government, were 
$4,566,734,364. The surplus of live assets 
over these liabilities was $1,726,538,400. 


The live assets have in one year increased 
$83,856,923. During the year ending June 
30, 1906, there were chartered 470 new na- 
tional banks, with $24,305,500 increased 
capital. But by the voluntary liquidation 
of ninety-eight banks and the failure of 
fifteen the net increase was 357 only. That 
net increase was, however, but eight short 
of one new bank started for every day in 
the year, Sundays included. So well es- 
tablished, on the other hand, the country’s 
prosperity, that of all the national banks 
running, spread over an enormous terri- 
tory, fifteen only failed. The controller 
of the currency, the Hon. William B. 
Ridgely, reports that 350 applications for 
authority to organize new banks were re- 
ceived. The applicants included 1,715 per- 
sons, including: Bankers, 484; merchants, 
348; farmers, 261; lawyers, 113; physi- 
cians, fifty-four; real estate men, seventy- 
two; manufacturers, forty-four; contrac- 
tors, fifty-seven; not classified, 282. Thus 
American ambition for betterment is rep- 
resented by all classes.——Louisville Herald. 
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BIG PROFITS FOR BANKS. 


The banks of Chicago in 1906 enjoyed the 
largest earnings in their history. The old- 
est bankers do not recall a time when the 
profits were as good and the prosperity so 
general. It is estimated in round figures 
that the total profits for the year will be 
something over $11,000,000. Every indi- 
vidual institution has made a record and 
the surplus earnings will average more than 
100 per cent in excess of dividends. 


The carefully managed institutions will 
be in a position to put away surplus funds 
against lean years and losses which sooner 
or later may be expected to occur. This 
year’s earnings reflect the universal activ- 
ity in business and demand for money. 


The largest individual profits have been 
made by the banks lending freely in Wall 
street and conducting important bond de- 
partments. The loans made in New York 
on stock exchange collateral have command- 
ed for a long period 6 1-2 and 7 per cent 
for time loans. Call loans have fluctuated 
from five to thirty-five per cent. The hand- 
some profits accruing from this business 
have been largely contributed by those who 
deal in securities. 

The commercial banks, on the other hand, 
while making records, have not been able 
to earn such relatively large returns. They 
have secured for commercial paper and from 
Chicago borrowers interest rates from five 
to 6 1-2 per cent, and they have been getting 
these rates for fourteen months. A 5 per 
cent rate for money will bring a large in- 
come to a well managed bank, but 6 and 6 
per cent will produce unusual profits. 


There are forty state banks and sixteen 
national banks whose business is included 
in these figures. The state banks on Nov. 
12 had a eapital of $26,675,000 and the 
national banks a capital stock of $25,350,- 
000, making a total for the fifty-six banks 
of Chicago of $52,025,000. It is on this 
latter sum that the profits of $11,000,000 
will have to be earned. But in addition to 
eapitai stock the same banks have a surplus 
of $29,495,000, making the capital and sur- 
plus employed $81,520,000. 

In deposits the banks held on Nov. 12 
$678,040,403, being the principal source of 
earnings. The total of deposits was divided 
between the two classes of banks as fol- 
lows: State banks, $354,744,982; national 
banks, $323,295,421. 

Despite whatever might have been the 
temporary lack of confidence on the part of 
small depositors, deposits as a whole in- 
creased between Nov. 10, 1905, and Nov. 12, 
1906, $23,402,803. Of this the state banks 
gained $14,078,876. Savings deposits, too, 
within the year increased $6,610,238. They 
were on Nov. 12, $151,091,507. 


CANADIANS TALK LEGISLATION. 


The annual meeting of the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association was held on Nov. 8 
in Toronto in the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce. In addition to a large representa- 
tion of leading bank managers the occa- 
sion was graced by the presence of Hon. 
W. S. Fielding, Minister of Finance. 


An informal discussion took place as 
to certain changes in the Banking Act upon 
which Hon. Mr. Fielding was anxious to 
have the opinion of the members before 
placing them before the House. It is un- 
derstood that the suggested amendments 
met with the approval of the members, and 
that in view of the recent Ontario Bank 
trouble several suggestions of a practical 
nature were put forward for the considera- 
tion of the Minister. 

The officers of the association in most 
sases were re-elected are as follows: Presi- 
dent, E. S. Clouston, Bank of Montreal; 
Vice-Presidents, Messrs. D. Clouston, Bank 
of Toronto; George Burn, Bank of Otta- 
wa; H. Stickeman, Bank of B. N. A.; and 
M. J. A. Prendergast, Banque du Hoche- 
laga. 

The council consisted of Messrs. B. 
Walker, Canadian Bank of Commerce; E. 
F. Hebden, Merchants’; D. R. Wilkie, Im- 
perial; Thomas McDougall, Quebec; James 
McKinnon, Eastern Townships; H. O. Mc- 
Leod, Nova Scotia; James Elliott, Mol- 
sons; P. A. La France, La Banque Nation- 
ale; G. P. Schofield, Stanadard; C. A. Bo- 
gart, Dominion; E. L. Pease, Royal; G. H. 
Balfour, Union; E. L. Thorne, Union of 
Halifax, and H. S. Strathy, Traders’, Mr. 
J. M. Courtney, the late Deputy Minister 
accompanied Mr. Fielding. 


The following subjects were down for 
consideration: American Silver, C. R. A. 
Money Orders, Express Companies, Special 
Returns, Changes in Constitution, The On- 
tario Bank, Succession Duties and Legisls- 
tion. 

The financial statement for the year end- 
ing September 30, 1906, showed a balance 
from last year, $3,521.22; members’ dues, 
$8,574.99; interest on bank account, 
$135.05; a total revenue of $12,231.26; the 
charges account amounted to $9,017.49, 
leaving a balance of $3,211.77. 


MAY DIVERT KLONDIKE GOLD. 


Reports have reached the treasury at 
Washington that the new mint established 
at Ottawa by the Canadian government is 
about ready to begin operations. It is said 
that Canada will try to divert to it the gold 
from the Klondike which has heretofore 
been minted at San Francisco. 
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VALUE OF PERSONALITY. 


The forces which make for success in bus- 
iness life have furnished fruitful themes for 
discourse through generations. Maxims 
have accumulated on maxims, embodying 
enough of truth and wisdom apparenily, to 
well equip the aspirant for that arena where 
material prizes are the hoped-for reward of 
the successful contestants. These maxims 
may be regarded as wise directions, posted 
on life’s highway to be observed, whether as 
incentives to diligent effort, or as guides to 
judicious action. That many of these max- 
ims are of value, worthy to be acquired by 
those who aspire to success, cannot be 
rightfully denied. But when so recognized 
and adopted, are they to be considered a 
sufficient guaranty of business safety and 
success? However valuable good maxims 
well memorized may be, it appears that they 
are not in all emergencies subject to ready 
command; they may indeed be overborne as 
to their just influence by the pressure of 
temptation, which seductively offers large 
rewards to treachery. 

A coaching party, with an Englishman as 
the guest, passed a place where several roads 
crossed near to a blacksmith’s shop. At the 
crossing, guide-boards had been put up in- 
dicating the directions to this, that, and the 
other place. Some wag had put up an ad- 
ditional sign—‘‘If you can’t read, ask the 
blacksmith.’’ All laughed except the Eng- 
lishman, who gravely remarked: ‘‘If “he 
blacksmith should not be at home, what 
would the poor man who could not read de 
then?’’ Moral—and otherwise business 
maxims must be always at command, in or- 
der to give them the greatest value. 





Giving due honor to these wise and vir- 
tuous guides, I want to indicate the superior 
part played in all successful movements by 
the personality of the man himself, or that 
forces or quality which we may conveniently 
name ‘‘the personal factor.’’ 

When we say of a man—‘‘ He has a com- 
manding personality,’’ we sum up in a short 
phrase a total of elements or qualities, some 
perhaps discoverable in their outward ac- 
tion, but more of which are indefinable. The 
composing elements are so blended, like the 
several notes involved in the expression of a 
musical chord, that while -we are moved by 
the total effect, we are unable to analyze 
the units out of which the composite whole 
is derived. This indefinable thing, the 
‘‘human personality’’ is in all the affairs of 
life the most powerful factor. It is in a 
large measure the secret of the orator’s in- 
fluence, the politician’s triumph, and the 
business man’s success. 

It is but a few years since the late Sen- 
ator Hanna stepped from business life, 
where he had achieved success and distine- 
tion, into the white light of polities, where 
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he was comparatively unknown. At his 
first appearance the voice of detraction was 
raised against him. He was _ traduced, 
lampooned, and caricatured as the swollen 
embodiment of corrupt political issues. He 
was made to wear the $ mark as his dis- 
tinguished garment, and the general esti- 
mate of him was formed from these inju- 
rious misrepresentations. Against this 
powerful tide he had no defense other than 
his personality. He was possessed of a re- 
sourceful mind, and had unflinching cour- 
age. With perfect confidence in the recti- 
tude of his intentions, he presented himself 
and his political ideas to assembled thous- 
ands of his fellow-citizens in hundreds of 
places throughout the great west, where the 
prejudice against him had sunk the deep- 
est. He was not eloquent, as men count elo- 
quence; his speech was plain, simple and di- 
rect; but his words had behind them the 
imponderable charm of the man. After 
hearing him, a rough Western man declared: 
‘*T have changed my mind. You can’t 
make me believe that Hanna is any bad 
man. Why, he’s got a smile that would 
grease a wagon.’’ This rude simile may 
illustrate the awakening confidence and re- 
gard for Mark Hanna among those with 
whom he came in contact, and at his un- 
timely death, it is no exaggeration to say 
that he was the chief figure in our political 
life. 

Many examples of great achievement in 
enterprise, commerce and finance are living 
among us now, the cause of whose power 
lies in their personality. Those who are 
dead we can properly name. Collis P. 
Huntington was one of them. He had bis 
way among men; they yielded to his force 
of character. He made men believe in his 
plans, and they fell in line to support him 
with their capital and their credit. Stephen 
Girard, John Jacob Astor, Cyrus W. Field, 
George Peabody, Cornelius Vanderbilt are 
the names of some that come. most readily 
to mind. 


Is is worth while to explore for the secret 
of power which actuated these men and 
their like? Some features are obvious 
enough, and those we may catalogue, while 
others, perhaps equally important, cannot 
be classified and labeled. They must remain 
mysteries hidden even to those who pos- 
sessed and used them. The qualities most 
obvious are ambition backed by energy, 
which derives the possessor to action; cour- 
age, restrained by an instinctive prudence 
that guards from an excess of hazard. The 
mental ability to perceive things in their 
true nature, and what they are in their re- 
lationships. These, united, blended, bal- 
anced and vivified by interior forces or in- 
fluences which cannot pve traced, compose 
what we recognize as the personality. The 
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power of this subtle something cannot be 


denied; it is too plainly felt to be ignored. 
Who cannot recognize among his ac- 


quaintances some man to whom the follow- 
ing description might properly be applied? 
It is taken from real life: 

D. was of ordinary physical appearance. 
He gave no striking evidences of mental 
power. He spent his money in a generous 
way, but was neither sensational nor extrav- 
agant in the manner of it. He carried him- 
self with an easy grace, or self-assurance, 
not so marked as to give offense, just suffi- 
cient rather to win attention and respect. 
His kindly manners and gracious smile, per- 
fectly natural to him made him a welcome 
addition to any company. The quick-witted 
hotel clerk always saw in him a man to be 
favorably considered, and so everywhere 
easy paths opened before him. He was suc- 
cessful in business. He won favor and good- 
will in many directions, achieved a good de- 
gree of financial success, and died in fair 
honor among men. And yet the best that 
could be truthfully said of him is, ‘‘He 
was possessed of fair intelligence, together 
with an infinite tact in directing it.’’ 

How to use one’s natural gifts is a ques- 
tion of no small importance. A Western 
lawyer, famous for his unblushing audac- 
ity, which often carried him through diffi- 
cult places, was thus accosted by a friend: 
‘¢S., I wish I had your cheek.’’ To which 
S. responded: ‘‘Don’t wish it my friend. 
If you had my cheek with your brains, you 
would be driven out of town before night.’’ 

Nor ought we limit our study to those 
who may be said to possess a ‘‘ commanding 
personality.’? These are the leaders of 
men, the ‘‘Captains of Industry.’’ Below 
them in the exercise of power are the lieu- 
tenants and the privates, who compose the 
real army, both in the business world and in 
general industry. Here, too, in the hum- 
bler ranks, the ‘‘ personal factor’’ marks the 
differentiation among men. Born apparent- 
ly to obey, to execute orders, the average 
man is not in a position to command, he 
must win promotion or advancement through 
recognition from his superiors, or from an 
observing and discriminating public. Here, 
too, the good maxims which preach Indus- 
try, Attention, Fidelity, are to be observed 
as conditions to honorable success, but here, 
too, the ‘‘personal factor’’ counts for 
much. A. is a good clerk, honest, faithful, 
but he is silent and moruse. B. is equally 
eapable and trustworthy, but he is loqua- 
cious and indiscreet. C. is the equal of eith- 
er, but he is hasty in temper, impatient of 
either counsel or reproof. E. executes his 
duties, but he appears indifferent to every- 
thing else. E. is ‘‘all right where he is, but 
he is vain and advancement might turn his 
head and make him arrogant.’’ F. differs 
from the foregoing in rather indefinable 
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particulars. Not less eflicient than the oth- 
ers in the discharge of common-place duties, 
he appears to be quicker in power to com- 
prehend. He betrays a desire to get on. 
His mind reaches out beyond the limits of 


daily routine, with an interest in the 
broader features of business affairs. He 
has shown adaptability, given some evi- 


dences of reserved powers, is agreeable in 
his manners, would win confidence and favor 
from the public. In short, the personality 
of the man, some features of which are to 
be perceived, but others of which are to be 
felt rather than understood, mark this man 
F. for larger duties, higher responsibilities, 
increased honors, larger monetary rewards. 

If now the ‘‘personal factor’’ be of so 
much importance in this world’s affairs, if 
it contribute so greatly to success in life, 
the question naturally arises how its power 
may be gained by those who possess it not, 
or how increased or developed in those with 
whom it counts for little. The answer to the 
question must be found, if found at all, in 
the reflection of those to whom it makes its 
appeal. It cannot be prescribed from with- 
out. Deep within the man, often uncon- 
sciously to himself, lie the forces, the ap- 
titudes, the desires, the aspirations, the 
tastes, the proclivities, the temperamental 
qualities, which find outward expression in- 
dependent of his will. 

A change in our personality, in the diree- 
tion of improvement, whatever the cause, 
must come from within. That the mental 
faculties can be strengthened by exercise, 
the moral sympathies quickened by right 
reflection, the emotional nature purified by 
good ideas, the energies aroused by effec- 
tive appeals to ambition, must be admitted; 
and wise is he (in whatsoever state he may 
be), who avails himself of every means he 
can discover to develop the good and useful 
inward forces and powers, which, taken to- 
gether, constitute his personality; for it is 
the personal factorship that lifts a man into 
prominence and power, where mere me- 
chanical skill alone, though it may rank 
him among the honorable and useful, can- 
not endow him with the strength of leader- 
ship.

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NEW YORK AS A MONEY CENTER. 


There can be little doubt that New 
York’s position as a money centre of the 
first rank is bound to show continued growth, 
but I am not so sure—in fact I do not be- 
lieve—that New York will play a leading 
part as an international money market for 
some time to come, and in saying this I as- 
sume (because I believe) that the United 
States will successfully grapple with the 
grave social and the urgent banking prob- 
lems which confront them. 

The development of your country has 
been quite remarkable, and there is every 
reason to suppose that this progress has not 
yet spent itself. Capital, and a great deal 
of it, will therefore be required for the 
country’s needs, and can and will find more 
profitable employment at home _ than 
abroad. In fact, I regard it as probable 
that the rate of progress will be on such a 
scale that fresh foreign capital will offer 
its services and will find profitable employ- 
ment in the United States. 

The experience of the last fifteen years 
is no criterion, in my opinion. Conditions 
were altogether abnormal. Up to 1893 
there had been a great ‘‘discounting of the 
future,’’ an ‘‘intelligent’’ (but a little 
reckless) ‘‘anticipation of events,’’ and the 
country’s railway and industrial develop- 
ment was somewhat in advance of its 
needs. It was like a boy who had grown 
too quickly. Then came the financial cri- 
sis of 1893, the effects of which lasted for 
several years, but it is unlikely that such a 
crisis will recur—I mean a crisis of that 
magnitude, at any rate. But the Ameri- 
cans were equal to the occasion. They real- 
ized what had befallen them, and they pro- 
ceeded to set their house in order. J They 
cut down expenditure, and they did it with 
the suddenness and on the same large scale 
that they do most things. They became 
very ‘‘close’’ from 1893 to 1900. But 
since then unparalleled prosperity has 
changed all that, and they have been spend- 
ing money again with the liberality for 
which they are famous. Hence they have 
no surplus capital for investment in less 
wealthy and less progressive countries, 

For these and other reasons, I do ‘not 
anticipate that foreign countries requiring 
capital will successfully apply to New York, 
as they have done in the last few years. f In 
fact, it seems to me that the United States, 
having first grown into and now out of the 
clothes that American energy and daring 
had cut for them in the eighties, have now 
entered upon a fresh development, and will 
attract, because they will recuire, a good 
deal of European capital for investment 
in new railway construction and for other 
purposes. 

If this be so, it follows that New York 
will cease to be an international money pro- 





vider for some time to come. But what 
does that matter? New York’s business of 
raising both fixed capital and banking loans 
for the traders, farmers, manufacturers, 
railways, and municipalities of the United 
States will probably mean a greater turn- 
over than ever, greater than its internation- 
al and home business combined. 

It is simply a case of supplying a com- 
modity to those most needing it and will- 
ing to pay the best price. America’s pros- 
perity has grown so wonderfully that she is 
able to pay a higher price for capital than 
any other nation can afford, and I doubt 
whether the inducements to invest capital 
in the United States have ever been greater 
than they are now. 

‘*Reculer pour mieux sauter’’ seems to 
me to deseribe fairly accurately the situa- 
tion involved in your question. New York 
as an international money centre is likely to 
step back in order the better to leap, at 
home in the immediate and in the world ir 
the more distant future—Edgar Speyer, in 
New York Times. 


HOW IT PAYS TO ADVERTISE. 


Discussing, editorially, a banking adver- 
tisement from a southern city, which, in ad- 
dition to the merits of the bank in ques- 
tion, broadly called attention to the ad- 
vantages of the city, the Manufacturers’ 
Record, of Baltimore, says: ‘‘Here is a 
pointer for all banks everywhere. While 
there have been demonstrations in number 
that a bank can directly build up its busi- 
ness by advertising, just as surely as a drug 
store or a dry goods house may, yet there 
is in this advertisement a recognition of 
the broader principle that by building up 
the entire community a work will be done 
of great potential advantage to the bank 
itself, while at the same time the entire 
community will be benefited and the pros- 
perity of the bank will not be gained at 
the expense of other institutions of the 
kind.’’ This is in truth sane comment. 
In advertising a growing community, the 
best channel through which to work is the 
local bank. It’s the clearing house, in 
fact, for the credit and standing of its 
community; and only good to the outside 
public, and to themselves, can result from 
the adoption of our contemporary’s advice 
by banks situated in rural and outlying 
localities.

SMALL BANKS DEFENDED. 


In defense of small banks, presidents of 
Chicago state institutions having a capital 
of $200,000 to $250,000 have expressed 
themselves as follows: 

I can see no more excuse for the failure 
of a small bank, than for a large one, if 
managed by the right kind of people, said 
W. A. Tilden, president of the Drovers’ 
Trust and Savings bank. We have a bank 
with $200,000 capital and do a savings 
business exclusively. We make no loans 
except on collateral of the best kind. Our 
depositors are all savings depositors, and 
consequently not borrowers. 

I agree that the real estate and banking 
business should not be mixed up much to- 
gether. I know we try to keep away from 
it as much as possible. 

The president of a south side state bank, 
with a capital of $200,000, said: There is 
a great deal of truth in the statement about 
real estate offices being turned into banks. 
I do not believe in that kind of banking. 
3ut there are two kinds of $200,000 state 
banks. One is the institution chartered 
originally to do a banking business and the 
other is merely a real estate office turned 
into a bank. The $200,0V0 banks have, as 
a whole, made a pretty good record. Some 
of the big banks have made considerable 
failures. So it appears that a little bank 
well managed is as safe as a big one. 

Laurence Heyworth, president of the 
Mutual bank, which has a capital of $250,- 
000, said: A small bank, run by conscien- 
tious business men, such as ours, is safe. 
I think a small bank, with a board of di- 
rectors worth thirty times the amount of 
the bank’s capital, is safer than a bank 
with a large capital, but having a board 
of directors whose members are poor. We 
all agree with the idea of not mixing real 
estate and the banking business ’’ 


HALF OF PANAMA. ISSUE PAID FOR. 


About $14,000,0U0 has been paid in at 
the New York sub-treasury on account of 
the Panama bond issue. It was understood 
that the limit of time for the payment for 
the entire issue of $30,000,000 and the pre- 
mium of about $1,200,000 was to be August 
20. Nothing further has been heard from 
the secretary of the treasury on this point, 
but it is presumed the time might be ex- 
tended if requested upon good grounds. 

The money received in payment for the 
bonds has been distributed in banks 
throughout the country which have fur- 
nished the necessary security. Not more 
than $2,000,000 have been deposited in 
New York banks for their own account, 
but they have received a considerable sum 
in addition, representing deposits made 
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with correspondent banks. It is also sur- 
mised that some of the checks sent by the 
sub-treasury to interior banks have figured 
in clearing house balances to the credit of 
New York banks. 

It is estimated at the sub-treasury that 
about 90 per cent. of the entire issue of 
$30,000,000 will be paid for here. Accord- 
ing to this there will be paid through the 
sub-treasury on this account through New 
york banks about $13,000,000 more. 

Inasmuch as the payment of the $14,000,- 
000 already made has not affected the 
money market perceptibly, it is not ex- 
pected that the further payment of $13,- 
000,000 will have any disturbing effect. 


LEST WE FORGET. 


Prosperity forgets. It dulls, as by an 
anaesthetic, the memory of past offenses. 
It stills the conscience. Men repent when 
danger threatens, when the ship begins 
to sink, the house burns, the panic rages, 
the crops fail, and ruin stares in the 
face. They are eager for reformation 
when the times are hard; but they are apt 
to forget abuses when they are making 
money and the whole country revels in 
prosperity. 

Therefore, let us not forget now that 
we are rejoicing in unequalled crops and 
widespread activity. 

What are we in danger of forgetting? 

1, The proper use of our prosperity. 
Even a short time ago we became pain- 
fully aware that we were living too fast; 
that we were feasting upon luxuries, that 
we were dissipating our strength, with 
the recklessness of a spendthrift and a 
drunkard. But it appears that our re- 
sources are inexhaustible. The earth has 
bequeathed us another fortune. Shall we 
forget all about our recent experiences? 

2. Abundance of wealth breeds over- 
speculation and reckless gambling with 
the whole train of attendant evils. Shall! 
we forget the lesson of 19017 

3. Speculative inflation leads to over- 
straining of credit. The last time prices 
reached their present height, the money 
market was strained almost to the break- 
ing point. Shall we forget the expe- 
riences of 1902? 

4. We have had a period of ‘‘social 
unrest.’’ That is what we called it. In 
reality it was a period of moral awaken- 
ing. The revelations of graft in busi- 
ness have shaken condence in our financial 
leaders. There has been a loud ery for 
government regulation of the corpora- 
tions, and for a higher standard of trus- 
teeship. But if we are all making money, 
what matters it if there be violation of 
law? Shall we now forget the lessons of 
1904 and 1905?—Wall Street Journal. 
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COUNTERFEITS IN CIRCULATION. 


Bogus $10 bills of the Merchants’ and 
Planters’ bank of Savannah, Ga., are be- 
ing passed in Spokane, and a systematic ef- 
fort may be made to work the entire town. 
‘Three of the bills, which are of the issue 
of 1855 have been received at the Old Na- 
tional bank and it is possible that many 
more may be in circulation. The bill is 
the same on both sides, being made out of 
two bills with the backs pasted together, 
so that the two faces are the same. Re- 
ports from Coeur d’Alene state that several 
of the bills have also been detected there, 
and appearances indicate that the effort to 
pass a number of the worthless bills is be- 
ing made in a systematic manner. 

United States secret service officers have 
discovered in Chicago a new counterfeit $5 
silver certificate, series of 1899, Lyons, 
register, Treat; treasurer. It is a crudely 
execuetd process note on a single piece of 
paper slightly thinner than that of the 
genuine, with the fibre imitated by red and 
blue ink marks on the surface. The work 
is blurred. The note, it was said, will not 
deceive experienced handlers of money, but 
it is sufficiently dangerous to impose on 
careless or inexperienced persons. 


RECORD FOR CANADIAN BANKER. 


When the Bank of Yarmouth suspended 
on March 6 of last year the Maritime 
Provinces were in the throes of an ex- 
ceedingly severe winter storm. The depth 
of the snow was measured by feet, not 
inches, trains in Nova Scotia had been 
blocked for a month, and the commerce 
of the Province was tied up by the long 
spell of inclement weather. Communica- 
tion was maintained by telepraph, and one 
day the news of the suspension of the Bank 
of Yarmouth was flashed to President E. 
S. Clouston of the Canadian Bankers’ <As- 
sociation. Under the provisions of the 
banking act the President’s first duty was 
to appoint a curator. The task was no 
ordinary one, for it meant the actual appli- 
cation of the new powers conferred by Par- 
liament upon the banks, whereby they might 
effect the liquidation of any institution in 
the association without recourse to outside 
aid. 

The choice fell upon W. E. Stavert, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Bank of New Bruns- 
wick, and he was telegraphed to hasten to 
Yarmouth at once and take over the affairs 
of the bank there. Please proceed to Yar- 
mouth, were possibly the opening words of 
the telegram, and they supplied one prob- 
lem to be solved. Between St. John and 
Yarmouth was a railway, but for the time 
it was hopelessly buried beneath great snow- 
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banks, which” a late winter blizzard was 
persistently piling over the stalled trains. 
That night a small tug put out from the 
harbor of St. John and headed through the 
gale for Yarmouth. There was one pas- 
senger on it, the financial doctor who had 
been called to the aid of the sick bank. 
Some of the Maritime papers at the time 
described the terrible experience of that 
tug in the storm, how it staggered into Yar- 
mouth in the morning dangerously listed 
with the weight of ice on its upper works, 
but with fhe curator aboard and sound and 
ready to begin his task. 

Six months later the full double liabil- 
ity had been collected from the sharehold- 
ers, the creditors had been paid in full, 
and the affairs of the bank had been duly 
wound up. The expedition which marked 
the whole transaction must have rather 
startled the banking world, then watching 
the liquidation proceedings of two Mon- 
treal banks, which failed in 1894, and which 
are still struggling along under boards com™ 
posed of four and six liquidators respec- 
tively. Curator Stavert when his work at 
Yarmouth was completed was taken from 
the Bank of New Brunswick by the Bank of 
Montreal to be its superintendent of officers 
in the Maritime Provinces, which is said to 
be the position fourth in seniority on the 
executive staff of the Montreal institu- 
tion. 

The crisis in the affairs of the Ontario 
Bank gave the Canadian Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation another opportunity of testing Mr. 
Stavert’s power, and his appointment by 
President Clouston was an act generally 
approved. Now the eyes of the whole 
country are on him, for upon the curator 
rests the duty of vindicating the rights 
enjoyed by the Bankers’ Association to 
care for its own members and for the 
depositors and shareholders of an insol- 
vent bank.—Toronto Globe. 


DAVENPORT BANKS MERGED. 


The Citizens’ National Bank, of Daven- 
port, Iowa, having merged with the Ger- 
man Savings Bank, will, after October 15, 
cease operations as a national bank, and be 
continued under the name of the German 
Savings Bank. The United States deposits 
and holdings of government bonds have 
been released and the bonds purchased by 
the First National Bank, which now gives 
them the distinction of being the largest 
holder of government bonds in the state of 
Towa, and their United States deposits have 
been increased by the addition of the dis- 
bursing officers’ accounts from Rock Island 
arsenal. The First National Bank is man- 
aged by a board of directors composed of 
Davenport’s most influential and successful 
business men. 
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WAGES HIGH; LABOR SCARCE. 


Only a few days ago attention was 
called to the scarcity of section hands 
on a southern railroad, where about all the 
section boss could do was to walk over his 
portion of the track. Now comes the call 
for 5,000 laborers on the part of the con- 
tractors engaged in the construction of the 
new line from Salt Lake City to San Fran- 
cisco. Wherever new mileage is being laid 
down there is the same need of labor. 
Whether it be east, west, north or south, 
mine and forest, farm and factory, building 
or transportation, are affording employ- 
ment as never before at wages which 
mean a higher measure of welfare for 
those who seek it. One of the construction 
companies offers $2 a day, another $2.25 
for ordinary laborers, $2.25 and $2.50 for 
teamsters, with a charge of $5.25 a week 
for board. 


The employment of labor at such a rate 
of wages is a comparatively new thing in 
railroad building. Mueh of the western 
mileage across the continent was construct- 
ed by coolie labor, at a very much smaller 
rate of pay. At the rates mentioned, the 
days of cheap construction are past. The 
only source of compensation is in the use of 
steam excavating and grading appliances, 
by which a great quantity of earth can 
be handled much more economically than 
by hand and team work. Nevertheless, there 
is always a certain part of this work which 
must be done, not by machinery, but by 
hand methods. This will result in increas- 
ing the cost of construction to such an 
extent as possibly to deter companies from 
undertaking new mileage, except in ter- 
ritory which offers good traffic possibili- 
ties. 

The condition here described does not 
only apply to ordinary labor in railway 
construction, but to almost all forms of 
outlay where skilled labor is to be em- 
ployed. The various mechanical trades are 
receiving better wages than they have 
for many years. The rate at which labor 
of this character is paid is compared in 
an official publication issued recently by 
the British Board of Trade. It shows how 
the three great classes of mechanical skill, 
namely, carpenters, bricklayers and paint- 
ers, are paid in six of the great cities of 
the world. The conclusion reached is that 
the wages in New York are 138 per cent. 
greater for a smaller number of hours 
than in London. The New York rate of 
wages is for forty-four hours of work and 
in London for fifty hours. A partial ex- 
planation of this may be found in the 
fact hat between 1900 and 1904 the total 
membership of trade unions in the United 
States increased from 793,702 to 1,876,- 
501. 


MONTHLY. 


The head of one of the leading rail- 
road systems has said that the era of 
competitive railroad building is at hand. 
During the past few years an average of 
five thousand miles a year have been con- 
structed. The new year, which is show- 
ing signs of development in the west, in 
the Canadian Northwest and in the south 
is quite sure, if this prediction is correct, 
to continue the employment of this char- 
acter for several years more. But there 
is little prospect of much lower wages for 
the reason that other countries, such as 
Argentina and South America, generally 
are bidding for surplus labor to develop 
their own resources. The prospect is that 
in these, as well as other pursuits, we must 
look forward to a period of high wages. 
The day laborer whose efforts are funda- 
mental in all sorts of constructive work 
will naturally continue to receive a liberal 
rate for his part of the work.—New York 


AGRICULTURAL BANK IN PHILLIPINES. 

The need of an Agricultural bank in 
the Philippines is pointed out by W. A. 
Fitton & Co. of Manila in their market let- 
ter. They say: 

‘*Does the government realize the ery- 
ing need of such an institution? Three 
golden balls are imperative in most finan- 
cial institutions here. Merchants are ter- 
ribly pressed because this, of all cities in 
the world, is the only one where common 
or banking facilities do not exist. If the 
banks in business here are afraid to move 
and let out their hoarded pesos, and if the 
local capitalists (there are few enough) 
are scared, it is high time the great United 
States government intervenes. Things are 
very, very serious indeed, and men and 
firms who are perfectly solvent are being 
driven to the wall or worried unduly for 
lack of what we have termed ‘common 
or garden banking facilities.’ 

‘*Pawnbrokers charge high rates of in- 
terest, we believe, but, we hear, one can 
always count on assistance from them. 
Banks here assist nobody, and as a matter 
of fact are indirectly injuring these islands. 
If they have no faith in the country, 
surely, the government can see _ things 
through. Really, the existing condition of 
affairs is most deplorable. Our remedy is 
an agricultural bank, with a capital of 50,- 
000,000 pesos. Then there will be a little 
competition—much needed. There is no 
venom in our remarks. We have been here 
long enough to understand things and ob- 
ject to seeing a rich country like this go to 
pieces. Business is always business and 
these islands are a purely business propo- 
sition. We frankly state that since the 
seventeenth century such a financial crisis 
as the present has never happened.’’ 








BANK OF ENGLAND’S METHODS. 


Founded about the year 1694, the Bank 
of England has well passed its two hun- 
dredth anniversary. The bank, with its 
branches in London and the provinces, em- 
ploys about 1,100 men, irrespective of 
about half a hundred women who are kept 
busy sorting notes. The annual pay-roll 
amounts to over $1,000,000, the salaries 
graduating from $400 a year paid to the 
newly-elected candidates on their entrance 
into the service, at the age of 18, to $17,500, 
which the chief cashier draws. Between 
these two extremes there are some well- 
paid positions which generally fall to those 
who, apart from their abflity to fill the 
same, can command powerful influence and 
show a good record. 


Though authorized to transact the Gov- 
ernment’s business, the bank is in reality 
a private concern. Forty of the wealthiest 
business men in London constitute the 
board of directors. One of their number is 
elected every two years as governor, his 
salary being $10,000. The directors each 
draw $2,950 per annum. They meet every 
Thursday in the court room of the bank to 
transact whatever business may come before 
them, also to make a change, if necessary, 
in the rate of discount, but the chief cash- 
ier’s opinion is always accepted without 
demur on this and other vital questions. 

The steps which must be taken by any 
one who desires to enter the bank’s service 
are as follows: 


Each director has in his gift two nomina- 
tions yearly. These he usually gives to his 
friends in the order of their application, 
who, in turn, hand them on to their sons or 
their relatives’ sons, who immediately pre- 
pare themselves for the examination, which 
generally takes place twice a year, in May 
and November. The subjects embodied in 
the above include mathematics, geography, 
dictation and an essay. The test is not a 
very severe one, but applicants must be well 
posted, as a certain high number of marks 
must be obtained, and, failing to secure 
these, the candidate is rejected, to be given 
one more chance at the next election, six 
months later. 


Having successfully negotiated the exam- 
iner and the doctor, the youthful aspirants 
to banking honors are marshalled before the 
governor and company of the Bank of En- 
gland. The former points out to them the 
many advantages they derive by entering 
the service, exhorts them carefully to safe- 
guard the bank’s secrets, and dismisses 
them to find surety for $10,000 each. 

On first entering, the clerk is placed on 
the unattached list, and periodically moved 
from one department to another till he is 
conversant with the general system. If at 
the end of two years his character and re- 
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cord are satisfactory, he is given the choice 
—of course, as far as vacancies will allow— 
as to where he will be fixed; and if, fa- 
vored by fortune or influence, he secures a 
position in one of the highly paid depart- 
ments, his salary will then very often take 
a big jump. 

To simplify business the bank is divided 
into two main departments, and these are 
known as the cash (or banking) side and 
the stock side. The working hours of the 
former are 9 a. m. to about 6 p. m.; of the 
latter, 9:30 a. m. to 4 p. m., with an hour 
and half hour respectively allowed for 
lunch. 


At the age of 65 retirement is compul- 
sory, but carries with it two-thirds of the 
income. Should a member, through ill- 
health, or other causes, resign before the 
age limit, his income is then a matter of 
adjustment. The directors may, however, 
be relied upon to deal liberally with a man 
whose record is good. 


The extent of the vacation varies accord- 
ing to the term or service, &c., 16 working 
days to the full month being the general 
time allowed. The authorities are also lib- 
eral in the matter of sick leave if their doc- 
tor endorses the case, and the applicant will 
have no reason to complain of niggardly 
treatment. 

At 7 every evening a military guard 
takes possession of the premises, and with- 
out a knowledge of the password, which is 
changed every 24 hours, it is impossible to 
enter or leave the building. Other banks in 
the city leave their surplus cash overnight 
at the bank for safe keeping, and contribute 
to the expense of the guard. 


Such a thing as a run on the Bank of 
England has been known, but such occur- 
rences are, of course, very rare and of short 
duration. Perhaps the most memorable of 
these occurred during the time when the late 
Frank May was Chief cashier, and was as- 
suming alarming proportions, owing to coin 
running short, when that astute gentleman 
hit upon the happy idea of heating the re- 
maining sovereigns and paying them over 
the counter in that state. The experiment 
was entirely successful, the public thinking 
the bank was coining the money as fast as 
they called for it, and the panic quickly 
subsided.

ILLINOIS GROUP ORGANIZED. 


Representatives of banks in thirty-five 
northern Illinois cities met at Rockford 
last month for the purpose of completing 
the organization of Group 3 of the State 
association. Nearly all the banks in the 
distriet, which embraces Winnebago, 
Boone, Jo Daviess, Stephenson, Carroll, 
Ogle, Lee and De Kalb counties, were rep- 
resented at the session called to order by 
Chairman John D. Waterman. The fact 
that it was Lineoln’s birthday and a bank 
holiday afforded those interested an un- 
usual opportunity to be there. The Iowa 
plan was followed and C. B. Mills of Clin- 
ton, Iowa, told of its workings in his home 
state. W. G. Edens of the Central Trust 
and Savings bank, Chicago, addressed the 
gathering on ‘Closer Relationship Among 
Bankers.’’ O. F. Dodd, F. A. Crandall, J. 
A. Wakefield, John W. Thomas, W. C. 
Cook, H. W. Brough, C. F. Emery and J. 
R. Washburn were among the Chicago 
hankers present. Officers were elected as 
follows: President—John D. Waterman, 
Rockford. Secretary-treasurer—H. H. An- 
trim, Freeport. 





NEW YORK CLERKS ADVISED. 


The New York chapter of the American 
Tnstitute of Bank Clerks held its annual 
banquet last month. There were more than 
300 present. Newton D. Alling, president 
of the chapter, presided. He said that the 
organization was the antithesis of a labor 
union. ‘‘It strives, not to level, but to 
raise up and develop the individual,’’ he 
said. ‘‘The institute may become an or- 
ganization which shall hold out the olive 
branch of peace between eapital and labor. 
Its members are wage earners, and there- 
fore should have the confidence of the 
workingman. They also come into daily 
eontact with the moneyed men.’’ 

After speaking of the advantage of an 
early training in banking, he said, speak- 
ing of eredit: ‘‘I think no man’s ambi- 
tion should lead to his administering a fi- 
nancial istitution in this city, which is the 
seat of our national and commercial credit, 
unless he has made every effort to master 
that subject. It is not enough that a bank 
pesident shall say: ‘Our reserve is low; 
call some loans,’ but he must know that the 
reserve of his bank ean only be strength- 
ened at the expense of that of another 
bank, and at certain times a few may do 


this, and we have a fall in prices, and 
perhaps a panic. Nor should a banker be 
satisfied to maintain a set arbitrary mar- 
gin on collateral loans unless he is very 
certain that in doing so, during a rising 
mraket, he is not contributing to boom in 
a way that is dangerously like inflation.’’ 

Robert A. Armstrong, former assistant 
secretary of the treasury, complimented 
the institute on the educational work it is 
doing. Other speakers were Creswell Mce- 
Laughlin, editor of the Schoolmaster; Wil- 
liam C, Cornwall and W. E. Knox; Charles 
I. Robinson, vice-president of the Guard- 
ian Trust Co.; A. S. Frissell, president of 
the Fifth Avenue Bank; Alexander Gil- 
bert, president of the New York Clearing 
House; Arthur Kavanagh, cashier of the 
National City Bank, and Alfred M. Bar- 
rett, a former president of the American 
Institute of Bank Clerks, were among the 
others at the guest table. 


BANK CLERKS GO TO DETROIT. 


Even at this early date inquiries are be 
ing made by members of the various chap- 
ters as to when the fifth annual convention 
of the American Institute of Bank Clerks 
is to be held, which goes to show that 
the general interest in the organization 
and its work is at high-water mark. Early 
in January an informal meeting was held 
in Detroit, between the president of the As- 
sociated Chapters, the secretary of the In- 
stitute and the president of Detroit Chap- 
ter, who is also a member of the national 
executive committee, at which time the 
general proposition was carefully gone 
over and discussed, pro and con. It was 
finally decided to fix upon Thursday, Fri- 
day and Saturday, August 22, 23 and 24 
as the most available time, and up on those 
dates the convention will be held. The 
loeation of Detroit is ideal for convention 
purposes, and it is hoped and expected that 
the attendance at the coming meeting will 
surpass all previous records in Institute 
conventions. 

Experiece brings wisdom, and it is, there. 
fore, fair to assume that the fifth annual 
convention will exceed in point of interest 
all previous conventions held by our or- 
ganization. Matters of vital importance 
will come hefore that gathering, and it 
will be to the interest of each chapter to 
send as representatives men of experience 
and influence. The question of finacing 
the organization is one which the present 
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administration must settle, as the issue has 
been put squarely before us by the pres- 
ident of the board of trustees. No man 
who has read the speeches made by Mr. 
Hulbert at Atlantic City and at Milwaukee 
ean mistake their import. We are expect- 
ed to present a feasible plan for self-sup- 
port at the Detroit convention, and as we 
have in the past fulfilled all expectations 
we must not fail in this instance. The 
president of the Associated Chapters has 
appointed a national ways and means com- 
mittee, with Mr. A. Waller Morton, of Bal- 
timore, vice-president of the Associated 
Chapters, as chairman, which committee is 
made up of one member from each chapter, 
together with the officers of the Associated 
Chapters, whost duty it will be to formu- 
late and perfect between now and the date 
of the convention a plan which will be ac- 
ceptable alike to te board of trustees and 
to the chapters. 

The national educational committee will 
also submit a report which, if adopted, will 
result in a uniform standard of educa- 
tional work among all chapters—a thing to 
be greatly desired. 

Some dissatisfaction with the present 
name of the organization has been voiced, 
and the question of a change will come be- 
fore the Detroit convention for definite 
settlement. In the meantime, a expression 
of sentiment as to what name is best 
adapted to our needs will be asked of the 
different chapters. Speakers of national 
reputation will address us, and the usual 
features—papers by chapter members, de- 
partmental discussion and a debate on 
some live banking topic—will be taken 
up. It is also proposed to bring before the 
meeting some new and interesting featuers 
which, at this early date, it is impossible 
to outline with any degree of accuracy. 

The members of Detroit Chapter will 
spare no effort to make the visit of the 
convention to their city one long to be re- 
membered; let us, therefore, make ‘‘De- 
troit ’07’’ the watchword, and plan to 
attend the convention with a determina- 
tion to make it the best ever held by our 
organization.—F. A. Crandall, in Bulletin 
of the American Institute of Bank Clerks. 





BANKING IN OLDEN DAYS. 


The bankers of New York belonging to 
Group VIII. of the New York State Bank- 
ers’ Association had their annual dinner at 
the Waldorf-Astoria on Jan. 30, and, among 
other things, listened to a description of 
the almost ideal existence of the old time 
bankers as compared with that of to-day. 

President Alexander Gilbert of the New 
York Clearing House portrayed the happy 
existence of the banker of the ’60s. He

had some words of praise for the present 
currency system, which is getting some 
hard knocks these days. Mr. Gilbert said 
that it had stood the test pretty well for 
forty years and that it must not be forgot- 
ten that in those forty years the notes of 
this country have passed at par in every 
mart of the civilized world. 

There was the usual outpouring of those 
connected with banking in New York at 
the dinner, the big banquet room being 
completely filled. In the galleries sat many 
of the bankers’ wives. 

Those at the table with Chairman Step- 
hen Baker included Comptroller Metz, Gen. 
Fred D. Grant, Wiliam B. Ridgely, Sir 
Caspar Purdon Clarke, Valentine P. Sny- 
der, Bishop David H. Greer, J. Pierpont 
Morgan, Commander Peary, State Banking 
Superintendent Charles H. Keep, J. Ed- 
ward Simmons, Richard Delafield, Dumont 
Clarke, Hamilton Fish, Dr. Wilfred T. 
Grenfell, William A. Nash, Elliott C. Me- 
Dougal and William Sherer. 

Mr. Gilbert said that he could remember 
when banking was delightful, when the 
rate of interest was 7 per cent, the year 
round and when there was no competition. 

‘“To-day,’’ he said, ‘‘the banker feels 
that he must stand on guard all day to 
prevent the other fellow from encroaching 
on his reserve. Then bank presidents were 
elected because thev had gray hairs and 
had nothing to do but look wise. Every 
application for a loan had to go into the 
discount box and go before the board. 
Those were the days when the directors 
earned their fees, although we didn’t pay 
them anything. Gentlemen, you may not 
believe it, but it seemed an honor. We 
were all happy. We all made money.’’ 

‘‘Tf the bankers of New York to-day 
would just stand shoulder to shoulder and 
work to maintain conservative banking 
instead of reaching out to get everything 
in sight we would have a much more 
healthful growth and would have more 
happiness in our business lives.’’ 


PERU STOPS SILVER EXPORT. 


Although there exists no law to the con- 
trary, the government recently refused to 
allow bankers to ship 12,000 silver sols, 
about $12,000, to London. Furthermore, 
the authorities searched the baggage of pas- 
sengers leaving the country and all silver 
coin in excess of 10 sols is being seized. 
The price of silver in Peru is rising and 
the minister of finance has been in confer- 
ence with loeal bankers, financiers, mer- 
chants and members of congress to deter- 
mine what action shall be taken. The ad- 
visability of an export duty on silver coin 
has been seriously discussed.

G. N. Ducharme, who retired on account of 
pressure of personal affairs. 


Louis G. Pochat, formerly assistant 
cashier of the Market National Bank of 
Cincinnati, has been elected cashier suc- 
ceeding E. A. Donnally, resigned. D. 
William Gayle has become first assistant 
cashier. 


In addition to the regular semi-annual 
dividend of 3 per cent paid on the capital 
of the St. Anthony Falls Bank, of Minne- 
apolis, a 60 per cent dividend was de- 
elared out of surplus, thereby increasing 
the capital from $125,000 to $200,000. Af- 
ter adding to its capital the bank still has 


a surplus of $20,000 and undivided profits 
of $5,885. 


The amended articles of incorporation

The 
directors were increased from seven to 
nine. James Carruthers and A. W. Nan- 
ton, of Winnipeg, being added. 


Charles Hamilton has been elected Sece- 
retary of the Missouri-Lincoln Trust Com- 
pany of St. Louis, Mo., succeeding Edward 
H. Grose. Roberts Johnston has been 
elected to the directorate of the company 
to replace L. R. Blackmer, retired. 


The semi-annual statement of the Na- 
tional Discount Co. of London, Ltd., shows 
deposits on December 31, 1906, of $60,- 
019,997 and bills re-disecounted of $17,- 
year were $760,668; the six months div- 
idend at the rate of 10 per cent called for 
$211,666. 


The New National Bank and the Sav- 
ings Bank Company of Warren, Ohio (both 
having $100,000 capital), are to be merged 
into the Western Reserve National Bank 
of Warren. The latter has a capital of 
$100,000. The merger is to go into effect 
Feb. 21. 

After many years a stockholder and an 
officer of the Batavian National bank of 
La Crosse, Wis., S. Y. Hyde resigned as 
vice-president and was succeeded by A. 
Hirshheimer. Other officers of the bank 
elected are: President, E. E. Bentley; 
eashier, E. M. Wing; assistant cashier, J. 
C. Baver. 


The International Trust and Savings 
bank of Chicago was issued a permit to 
organize by the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts at Springfield, Ill. It has a cap- 
ital of $200,000. The bank is a virtual 
reorganization of the former Common- 
wealth Trust and Savings bank. Besides 
Edwin C. Kingsbury, A. B. Adair, Frank 
Buchanan, John E. Senne, ad Charles A. 
Kigsbury are named among the incorpora- 
tors. 


W. H. Hubbard has been elected vice- 


president of the Fourth National Bank of 
Montgomery, Ala., to succeed J. W. Black, 
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retired. A. J. Jones has been advanced 
from the office of assistant-cashier to the 
post of cashier, formerly held by Mr. 
Hubbard. 


The story of the progress of the Bank 
of North America of Philadelphia, which 
was founded in 1781, through the past 
quarter of a century, made its appearance 
last month in an attractive form, the pages 
of the book being embellished with fine 
engravings and illuminated text. 


Carroll E. Bowen, who was advanced 
from the cashiership to the vice-presidency 
of the Traders’ National Bank of Roch- 
ester, N. Y., died on Jan. 25. He was also 
interested in the formation of the Gen- 
essee Valley Trust Company of Rochester, 
of which he was a director. Mr. Bowen 
was forty-six years of age. 


Between April 14, 1906, and December 
31, 1906, the deposits of the incorporated 
banks of California, exclusive of the na- 
tional and private banks, increased from 
$434,971,354 to $496,401,445, a gain of 
$61,430,090. The assets of the same banks 
grew in the same period from $562,847,341 
to $624,880,752, a gain of $62,041,410. 


Several changes have heen made in the 
personnel of the Riggs-National Bank, of 
Washington, D. C. Arthur T. Brice and 
William J. Flather, respectively cashier 
and assistant cashier, have become vice- 
presidents; Henry H. Flather has sue- 
ceeded to the cashiership and Joshua 
Evans, Jr., has been given the office of as- 
sistant cashier.

in the board of directors caused by the 
death of Amos R. Little. 


The auditor of publie accounts of Tli- 
nois issued a permit to George M. Eckels, 
John D. Hodd, William H. Quinlan, Daniel 
Norman, and James E. Randall of Chicago, 
to organize the Commergial Trust and Sav- 
ings bank, capital $200,000. This is the 
state bank to be owned and ¢ontrolled by 
the Commercial National, and the charter 
is applied for by interests connected with 
the Commercial National for the purpose 
of preventing any one other than the Com- 
mercial National interests from using the 
name in connection with a trust and sav- 
ings institution. 


Dr. John P. Munn, President of the 


United States Life Insurance Co., has been 
the 


elected a trustee of Washington 
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Trust Company, Broadway and Chambers 
Street. In the summer the Washington 
Trust will move to the Postal-Telegraph 
Building, 253 Broadway, corner of Mur- 
ray Street. The institution will occupy 
the entire second floor, which it has leased 
for twenty-five years. 


The Continental National Bank of Chi- 
cago increased its deposits $6,500,000 from 
Nov. 12, 1906, to the latest call of Jan. 26, 
1907, the amount having risen from $53,- 
809,653 to $60,350,562. Over $200,000 has 
been added in the eleven weeks to the un- 
divided profits, which now, at $581,338, 
compare with $377,066 in November. Dur- 
ing the same time total resources have 
grown from $63,181,119 to $69,922,300. 


At the annual meeting of the Cleveland 
Trust Company several changes were made 
in the official staff. The management is 
now as follows: President, Calvary Mor- 
ris; vice-president and general manager, 
E. G. Tillotson; vice-presidents, M. H. Wil- 
son and C. O. Patch (formerly secretary 
and treasurer); treasurer, A. G. Tame; sec- 
etary, A. R. Horr; assistant treasurer, C. 
R. Green; trust officer, J. M. Hendeson. 


The Peoples’ Bank or Mobile, Ala., of 
which J. W. Whiting is president, and J. 
B. Davis, vice-president, is in a flourishing 
condition. According to a statement made 
on Jan. 5, under all of the state treasurers, 
deposits were $2,170,435, cash means $1,- 
255,357, and loans $1,729,772. The capital 
is $150,000 and surplus and undivided pro- 
fits $576,199. Recently forty shares of the 
bank’s stock with a par value of $100 sold 
at $500 a share. 


The Dominion Bank ‘of Toronto, in- 
ereased the capital from $4,000,000 to $5,- 
000,000. The million dollars that are now 
in the treasury will be issued to share- 
holders at 210, being a premium of 110 per 
cent, at the rate of three new shares for 
one old. It might be pointed out that un- 
der the conditions called for by the Bank 
Act, the directors would have been justi- 
fied in allotting the new stock, at 230, or 
a premium of 130 per cent. The last sale 
of Dominion Bank stock made on this 
market was at 269, which would give a re- 
turn of 4.40 per cent on the investment. 


The Bank of Commerce & Trust Com- 
pany of Memphis, Tenn., had adopted the 
policy of having its statement certified to 
by a certified public accountant. The firm 
of Edward S. Elliott & Co., auditors, an- 
nounce that they have officially examined 
the books and find that on December 31 
1906, the total resources of the institution 
were $8,168,200, its deposits amounting to 
$5,959,515. The capital is $1,500,000, 
while the surplus and profits are $708,685. 
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J. T. Fargason is president; John H. Wat- 
kins and J. A. Ombert, vice-prisedents, 
James H. Fisher, secretary, and 8. J. Shep- 
herd, trust officer. 


The Natioal Copper bank of New York, 
a charter for which has been granted, will 
have a capital stock of $2,000,000 and a sur- 
plus of $2,000,000 fuily paid in. The bank 
expects to begin business about May 1 in 
the new Trinity building, now in course of 
erection at 115 Broadway. John D. Ryan, 
president of the Anaconda Copper com- 
pany and managing director of the Amal- 
gamated Copper company, is largely in- 
terested in the new enterprise. In connec- 
tion with the formation of the National 
Copper Bank, it is understood that Mrs. 
Daly, widow of the late Marcus Daly, is 
interested. 


The Tenth National Bank, of Philadel- 
phia, which is now occupying the same 
building with the Columbia Avenue Trust 
Company, has purchased the property ad- 
joining, and upon completion of its new 
building in the spring the personnel of the 
management will be separate, but John 
K. Cuming will probably remain the exec- 
utive head of both institutions. In line 
with the proposed change, Walter Scott, 
who is now cashier of the bank and treas- 
urer of the trust company, will hold only 
the cashiership, and William A. Carlisle, 
assistant secretary, will move up to the 
office thus vacated by Mr. Scott. 


The stockholders of the Bank of Wheel- 
ing and the National Bank of West Vir- 
ginia, at Wheeling, ratified the proposition 
to consolidate. The Bank of Wheeling 
surrenders its charter, transferring its as- 
sets to the National Bank of West Vir- 
ginia. The stockholders of the latter in- 
stitution voted to increase its capital from 
$200,000 to $400,000, to provide for the 
stockholders of the absorbed bank. The 
enlarged bank is under the management 
of Earl W. Oglebay, president; A. J. 
Clarke, chairman of the board; W. B. Ir- 
vine, vice-president; G. A. Wagner, vice- 
president and cashier; E. W. Zinn and 
T. E. Bodley, assistant cashiers. 


Including its trust and savings depart- 
ments, the First National bank of Chicago 
is now the largest in the United States. 
In its statement to the comptroller of the 
currency in response to the call of Jan. 
26, it reported total deposits of $104,- 
656,071 in its national bank department 
and of $35,715,636 in the trust and sav- 
ings department. The total of both ac- 
counts, $139,371,707, places the Chicago in- 
stitution ahead of the National City bank 
of New York, which heretofore has held 
the first rank in volume of deposits, and of 
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the National Bank of Commerce of New 
York. The National City Bank of New 
York, in its statement of Jan. 26, report- 
ed deposits of $117,000,000. The National 
Bank of Commerce takes second rank with 
deposits of $118,000,000. 


The American National Bank of Indiana- 
polis, Ind., up to last month has no vice- 
president. Evans Woolen whose title has 
been counsel, was made vice-president and 
counsel. Two additional assistant cash- 
iers were appointed from the force, C. W. 
Minesinger and Brandt C. Downey. The 
last year has been the most prosperous of 
the six years during which the bank has 
been in operation. It now occupies the old 
post-office building as its present home, 
which gives it admirable quarters. The 
bank’s eapital and surplus are $2,000,000 
and its total resources exceed $12,000,000 
both items being the largest of any bank 
in Indiana. The officers are: John Per- 
rin, President; Evans Woolen, Vice-Pres. 
and Counsel; H. A. Scholotzhauer, Cash- 
ier; Theo. Stempfel, Assistant Cashier; C. 
W. Minesinger, Assistant Cashier; Brandt 
C. Downey, Assistant Cashier; O. P. 
Welborn, Auditor. 


The following is the bill amending the 
State banking bill introduced in the sen- 
ate: 

**Every banking corporation shall at all 
times have an amount of cash on hand and 
cash due from other banks to at least 25 
per cent of the aggregate amount of its 
demand deposits, 10 per cent of which is 
to be actual cash in the bank. Whenever 
the reserve of a bank, as hereinbefore re- 
quired, shall fall below 25 per cent of the 
demand deposits, then such bank shall not 
make any new loans or discounts until it 
shall, by collections, restore its lawful re- 
serve. The reserve fund or any part there- 
of, together with the current receipts, may 
be kept on hand or on deposit, payable 
on demand, in any bank or banking asso- 
ciation of the State of Texas, or any bank, 
baking association or trust company, reg- 
ularly chartered and operating under the 
laws of any other State or under the laws 
of the United States, approved by the su- 
perintendent of banking, and having a 
paid up capital stock of $50,000 or more, 
but the deposits in any one bank or trust 
eompany shall not exceed 20 per cent of 
the total deposits, capital and surplus of 
said bank.’’ 


The savings banks of San Francisco and 
the other counties of California, between 
August 15 and December 31, 1906, in- 
creased their assets to the amount of $8,- 
655,527.72, while their deposits were in- 
creased $12,212,771.80 in the same periods. 
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The first meeting and banquet of Group 
Four of the Bankers’ association of the 
state of Illinois was held last month. The 
speakers were August Blum, vice-president 
of the Illinois State Bankers’ association; 
John J. Large, Rock Valley, Ia.; S. J. 
Carr, Hudson, Wis.; H. R. Chapman, Mo- 
line, Ill.; John R. Hamilton, E. J. Goit, 
and L. A. Goddard, president of the Fort 
Dearborn National bank of Chicago. W. 
G. Edens presided as toastmaster. The 
fourth group of the state organization is 
made up from Cook county and the six ad- 
jacent counties and was organized in the 
afternoon. These officers were elected: 
Chairman—H. E. Otte, cashier of the Na- 
tion City bank of Chicago. Secretary— 
George Woodruff, president of the First 
Nation bank of Joliet. Treasurer—W. T. 
Bruckner, assistant cashier of the Commer- 
cial Bank of Chicago. 


The election of the Mercantile National 
Bank of New York, resulted in the retire- 
ment of the Gould interests, the direction of 
the institution resting in the control of F. 
Augustus Heinze, O. F. Thomas, E. R. 
Thomas and Charles W. Morse. Mr. Heinze 
was elected president, succeeding F. B. 
Schenck; Miles M. O’Brien was re-elected 
vice-president and E. R. Thomas and Chester 
Glass were elected new _ vice-presidents. 
Emil Klein was appointed cashier, succeed- 
ing James V. Lott, who becomes cashier of 
the Liberty National Bank, and A. W. 
Day was re-appointed assistant cashier. The 
board of directors was reduced from thirty- 
one to nineteen. The new directors are: 
Richard Young, A. P. Heinze, O. F. Thomas, 
Chester Glass, Stanley Gifford, Max H. 
Schultz and F. Augustus Heinze. The other 
members continuing include: W. F. Carl- 
ton, William Ballin, John F. Kehoe, Seth 
M. Milliken, C. W. Morse, H. F. Morse, M. 
M. O’Brien, Dick S. Ramsay, William Skin- 
ner, E. R. Thomas, R. M. Thompson and 
Warner Van Norden. 


The second largest dividend ever de- 
clared by a New York bank was declared 
by the State Bank, which in adition to its 
regular semi-annual dividend of 50 per 
cent. declared an extra dividend of 900 
per cent. on its $100,000 capitalization. 
The State Bank was organized in 1898 with 
a capital of $100,000 and a surplus of $84,- 
400. Deposits to the amount of $1,905,000 
were received the first year of business. 
The institution, recently admitteu to the 
New York Clearing House Association, will 
under its agreement of admittance increase 
its capital to $1,000,000. Present share- 
holders will be allowed to subscribe to new 
stock at par. The State Bank has a large 
business among the East Side tradesmen. 
The 900 per cent. dividend of the State 
Bank compares with the now famous 1950 


per cent. dividend of the First National 
Bank of New York in 1900, when the busi- 
ness of the National Bank of the Republic 
was absorbed, and the First National’s 
capital was increased from $500,000 to 
$10,000,000. This dividend, which in con- 
formity to the law had to be paid in cash, 
was used by shareholders to pay for the 
new stock that the bank issued. At the 
last report of the state banking department, 
the State Bank showed deposits of over 
$14,000,000, a surplus of more than $1,- 
000,000 and undivided profits of $922,607. 
Total resources amounted to $17,559,675. 





CHICAGO CLEARINGS LARGE. 


For the first time in history the banks of 
Chicago did the record-breaking total of 
over $11,000,000,000 of business in one year. 
This is roughly $858,000,000 more than was 
transacted in 1905, or a gain of about 8% 
per cent. It is nearly $2,000,000,000 ahead 
of the business of 1904 and almost three 
times what it was ten years ago. 

The volume of bank exchange of the Chi- 
cago Clearing House Association is taken a3 
the best index of general business in the 
Central West. Therefore, when this total 
exceeds all previous high records, bankers 
as a unit interprets conditions as being the 
best ever known. 

This high tide in banking also indicates to 
the business world at large that more and 
more Chicago is gaining in financial emi- 
nence. This is shown with special emphasis 
if the gain in the volume of bank clearings 
from 1890 to 1895 is compared with that 
from 1905 to 1906. 

In 1890 the total clearings were $4,093,- 
145,904, and five years increased this total 
only a little more than $500,000,000. The 
increase of 1906 over 1905 represents the 
growth of ten years along old standards of 
progress. 


EGYPTIAN BANK AS MODEL. 


An agricultural bank in the Philippines, 
similar to the agricultural bank established 
in Egypt by the British, is advocated by 
E. V. Kemmerer, who went to Egypt as a 
special commissioner of the Philippine gov- 
ernment and who has just made a report to 
Secretary Taft and the Philippine commis- 
sion on his investigation of the Egyptian 
bank. 

Mr. Kemmerer says the Egyptian bank 
has in a large measure freed the farming 
population from the usurers. He says the 
necessity for such a bank is even greater in 
the Philippines than it was in Egypt, and 
in his opinion a similar institution woulé 
floursh in the islands and should be given 
a fair trial because of the crying need for 
agricultural credits.

COMFORT FOR BOTH SIDES. 


If it is true that E. H. Harriman made

break a bank to do it—Toledo Blade. 
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BILLS OF BIG DENOMINATIONS. 


Let me present this $10,000 gold certifi- 
cate to you, said a Treasury official, to hold 
while I tell you some things about the bills 
of the highest denominations whicl. will be 
found of interest. 


These $10,000 notes, the highest issued by 
this government, are not in general circu- 
lation. They are never seen by the average 
individual, to whom a $100 note seems big, 
and whose vision rarely rests upon a de- 
nomination higher than a $29 or perhaps 
$50 note. Even rich men do not carry them 
around in their pockets, as some of our poor- 
er brothers seem to think, and take them 
out to covetous examinatioa in quiet and un- 
seen corners. 


_ They are almost exclusively used by banks 
in making their settlements, and in various 
large financial transactions where heavy 
amounts in actual cash must be transferred 
from hand to hand or bank to bank. They 
are, however, held by the banks as part of 
their cash reserves. You see, 100 of these 
notes make $1,000,000 and they constitute 
a small package, a little over half an inch 
in thickness, 

In fact, a package of the $10,000 gold 
certificates containing 4,000 of these notes 
or $40,000,000, does not make a very large 
bundle, such as a man can conveniently 
earry under his arm, and the same is true of 
a similar package of the $5,000 denomina- 
tion containing $20,000,000, so a man could 
go along the street with both packages 
under his arms, or with $60,000,000 in gold 
certificates without any trouble—if he can 
get them to carry. 

These large notes are also used for clear- 
ing house purposes and where it is desired 
to convey a large amount of money in a 
small compass, as is frequently the case in 
business transactions. They are also held 
by custodians of trust funds as by trustees. 
You see, it would take a great amount of 
time to go over the reserves and cash assets 
of a bank if small bills, such as the $100 
denomination, for instance, had to be 
counted, but it takes but a few minutes 
for a bank to produce its cash reserves 
when the bills are of the $1,000, $5,000 and 
$10,000 denomination. 

Yes, indeed, it does sound good to talk 
about these bills of large denominations, 
but it would feel better to handle them if 
you owned them, but when you are on a 
salary one denomination is about the same 
as another, except as to the responsibility 
of their custody. We have about $68,000,- 
000 of the $10,000 gold certificates in our 
vaults in the Treasury, and about $26,000,- 
000 of the $5,000 denomination, so I guess 
we can do business at the same old stand 
with these bills for a little while longer. 

Here is a note which is rarely seen by the 


general public. You observe that the face 
value is $10,000, but that the back of the 
note is perfectly blank without engraving 
and printing of any kind—just as the orig- 
inal paper came into the bureau of engrav- 
ing and printing, but that on the face are 
two blank spaces and lines near the bottom 
of the note for the name of the indorsee 
and the indorser. 

These notes are called ‘‘to order’’ notes, 
and have no negotiable value unless in- 
dorsed, and are very much like checks until 
they are filled out with the name of the 
owner and his indorsee. These ‘‘to order’’ 
notes are also used in large transactions in 
financial circles and are found useful in 
many instances. 

They may be used by trustees and as 
trust funds, and can be put to many pur- 
poses where it may not be desired to use 
either the regular standard gold certificate, 
or a certified check. But they are some- 
what of a curiosity, and only comparatively 
few people have seen them. 

The gold certificates of the lerger denom- 
inations are beautiful specimens of the en- 
graver’s and printer’s art. The paper is of 
tne finest grade, of course, the yellow color- 
ing is richly attractive to the eye, as no 
doubt the presence of a few in one’s pocket 
must be pleasing to the senses of the owner. 

On the face of the $10,000 gold certificate 
to the left appears the vignette of Jackson, 
while the main feature to the right is a 
finely executed piece of scroll-work with 
the numerals of the denomination in the 
center thereof. Through the center of the 
note, in artistically arranged and engraved 
words, extending from the top of the note 
to its base, appear the words—which are 
substantially the same in form upon all gold 
and silver certificates—of the usual formula 
as to their having been deposited in the 
Treasury its face value in gold or silver 
coin, as the case and the denomination of 
the certificate may be. 

On the back of the $10,000 certificate the 
scroll and the numerals appear on the left- 
hand side of the note, while on the right is 
the eagle with outstretched wings and the 
American flag. The $5,000 gold certificate 
is substantially the same in general effect, 
with the necessary change in the numerals, 
and the vignette of Madison is engraved in- 
stead of Jackson. On the back the eagle is 
much smaller than on the back of the $10,- 
000 gold certificate. 

Here is a note which is a curiosity, for it 
is the only one now in existence, said the 
official, producing a $10,000 United States 
note, that I know of. Notes of this denom- 
ination are now made in the gold certificates, 
which I have just described to you, and 
which certify that their equivalent amounts 
in gold coin have been deposited in the 
Treasury. 
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This note, however, is a United States 
legal tender note, which used to go under 
the popular generic name of the greenback. 
It also bears on the left-hand side the vig- 
nette of Jackson, with the scroll and the 
numetals of its face value on the right-hand 
side. But in the center the engraving and 
lettering states that the United States will 
pay to bearer $10,000 on demand. Its back 
is very elaborately engraved, with the Am- 
erican flag, and a large eagle perched upon 
a rock in the center of the note, while to 
the right is a sea scene with the outlines of 
several ships. We are preserving this high 
denomination old-style legal tender note, 
which we believe to be the last of its series, 
with much care, and we keep it under glass 
to preserve it. 

‘*No, the notes of the larger denomina- 
tions are not counterfeited, that is, if the 
big notes I have briefly outlined to you, 
though some of the denominations which are 
considered large by the general public, in 
$50 and $100 denominations are found in 
spurious issues. The counterfeiters con- 
fine their attention to the $1, $5 and $10 
denominations principally, as they are more 
current. The larger denominations are 
scrutinized very caryfully by the men who 
handle them, mostly bank tellers and cash- 
iers, and they would detect a counterfeit on 
sight, as they do the other denominations, 
of course. But it wouldn’t pay the counter- 
feiter to waste his energies on the big bills, 
so he doesn’t attempt it to any extent.— 
Washington Star. 


EXPANSION CAUSE OF CONGESTION 
IN MONEY. 


In a recent letter discussing the money 
stringency, Henry Clews, a New York bank™ 
er and broker, attributes the stringency 
in the world’s money market to the world 
expausion. He calls attention to the fact 
that Europe, especially England and Ger- 
many, is undergoing a period of commercial 
and industrial development. This increase 
of activity is not confined to the leading 
commercial countries. Even in Asia there 
is a great awakening, China and Japan are 
experiencing new growth while Australi, 
New Zealand, Africa and Canada are ex- 
panding wonderfully. The only nation on 
earth which appears to be at a.standstill is 
Russia, which is groaning under its terrible 
strugle for political freedom. ‘‘ Another 
element of strain,’’ says Mr. Clews, ‘‘is the 
great waste of capital resulting from the 
Boer and Russo-Japanese wars.’’ If to this 
we add the terrible losses by convulsions of 
nature, such as the San Francisco disaster, 
the Valparaiso earthquake, the typhoon at 
Hongkong, and flood and fire in other 
places it is easy to see that a tremendous 
drain has been made upon the world’s avail- 
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able money supply and a large expansion of 
credit has been necessitated. Added to 
this Mr. Clews points out the fact that we 
have been living on a high grade of extra- 
vagence with heavy expenditures, and that 
it is time that a halt be made in the de- 
mands upon our credit system unless it is 
to break down from over-tension. He re- 
gards the only true remedy for the situa- 
tion—the liquidation of excess speculative 
commitments. Owing to tremendous crops 
and the general prosperity t' is country has 
been able to withstand conditions which at 
other times might have created serious 
financial complications. It is wise to keep 
these conclusions of one of the most astute 
financiers of the country in mind when 
there is a tendency to over speculation and 
expansion of credits. 


NATION SAVES MONEY. 


The monthly statement of the govern- 
ment receipts and expenditures shows that 
for the month of October the receipts 
amounted to $57,241,999 and the expendi- 
tures to $54,617,788, leaving a surplus for 
the month of $2,624,211, as against a deficit 
for October 1905, of over $5,200,000. 

lor the four months of the present fiscal 
year a surplus is shown of about $8,500,- 
000. The receipts from the several sources 
of revenue during Jast month are given as 
follows. Customs, $27,775,890, an increase 
over October, 1905, of over $2,150,000; in- 
ternal revenue, $24,730,121, an increase of 
$2,557,000; miscellaneous, 4,735,986, an in- 
crease of $2,100,000. 

During the last month the expenditures 
on account of the War Department show 
an increase of about $1,000,000, as com- 
pared with October, 1905, and the expen- 
ditures on account of the navy a decrease 
of about $1,000,000. Otherwise the items 
of expenditure do not differ very mater- 
ially from the figures one year ago. 


BOMB WRECKS BANK. 


The throwing of a bomb in the Fourth 
Street National bank of Philadelphia on 
Jan, 5 last, by a stranger, whose demands 
for money had been met with rebuffs, 
wrecked the interior of the bank and 
caused the death of Cashier William Z. Me- 
Lear. The bomb-thrower himself was also 
killed. A number of others, clerks and cus- 
tomers, likewise suffered injuries of more or 
less consequence, and President R. H. Rush- 
ton, narrowly escaped the fate of Cashier 
McLear. The latter was about forty-five 
years of age. He had been an emplovee of 
the bank about ten years and was advancea 
from the office of assistant cashier to that 
of eashier last May. 
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BANK PROFITS SMALL. 


Profits in the banking business are small. 
The margin is very narrow. Executive 2f- 
ficers are, as a rule, disciples of economy and 
watch the pennies as closely as many men 
would the dollars. To some this would seem 
paltry, but owing to the magnitude of the 
transactions in the aggregate, the pennies 
mean many dollars, and, in the most cases, 
the careful handling of them means divid- 
ends. 

An eighth of a cent a pound advance in 
the price of sugar does not mean much to 
the individual consumer, but to the trust it 
means an amount that would insure the man 
now plodding along on a small salary a 
steam yacht and an automobile, with a 
country home thrown in, could he get the 
aggregate of that eight of a cent advance. 
So it is, to a certain extent, in the bank- 
ing business. In this line, as well as in 
others, it is necessary to discount the future, 
at least to make some provision against a 
lean time in the time of plenty. The ex- 
for a higher order of business ability. 
penses of properly running a banking in- 
stitution are heavy and no business calls 

The keeping of the money well employed, 
where it will earn a good and safe return, 
and yet having it available in the shape of 
quick assets to meet the demands of the 
depositors, is no small problem. There are 
many accounts, sometimes very large ac- 
counts, in all banks that are not profitable. 
Not because the firms are of a doubtful 
business standing, but because their business 
is so active that the amounts deposited are 
withdrawn before they have had time to be 
of the slightest value to the bank handling 
them. 

Business men who have large accounts 
often fail to take this into consideration. 
Firms who carry a large balance at certain 
seasons of the year, leaving it in the bank 
for some time, demand interest on that 
money, compensation for its use by the 
bank. Yet the bank handles hundreds of 
thousands for which no pay is received. The 
executive officers, tellers, the bookkeepers 
clerks, messengers, ete., all do their share 
in handling the business of the customer 
who puts the money in the bank one day to 
take it out the next. In a great many cases 
commercial accounts are gratuitous ac- 
commodations to the customer. His money 
is taken care of in safety and the only re- 
turn the bank may receive will be, when it 
becomes necessary for this customer to se- 
eure a line of credit. Then the bank gets 
a return on some of the money entrusted 
to its care. Out of this return the expenses 


of doing the business must come. 

Having money lying idle in the vaults 
is like owning a horse that is eating his 
head off in a stable. 


Under the Michigan 
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laws every person owning stock in a bank 
is liable for double the umount of that 
stock in case of failure. The stockholder 
feels he is entitled to some return on an 
investment that entails so much responsibil- 
ity, and therefore keeps a closer watch upon 
the bank’s affairs, as a rule, than he would 
in any other business. Under these circum- 
stances it is good business judgment to 
widen the sphere of influence of the bank 
wherever possible, enlarge its facilities with- 
out undue cost in providing for them. 
Along these lines the recent consolidations 
of the People’s and State and the First and 
the Commercial were logical developments 
of the times. 

The question of interest on savings de- 
posits has attracted considerable attention 
recently. Savings bank officials feel that 
the present rates are the highest that De- 
troit savings banks can pay with safety, and 
with an eye to possible developments in the 
business world in the future. It is pointed 
out that under the laws of Michigan the in- 
vestments of savings deposits are restricted 
to certain lines of securities and real estate. 
The latter, only yields anything like a high 
return, and it is conceded to be good policy 
not to load a savings bank with too many 
real estate mortgages. As in other branches 
in banking, quick assets are indispensable 
to meet an emergency. In addition to that, 
each savings bank is compelled to keep a 
certain cash reserve in its vaults. This re- 
serve is not earning anything and must be 
eliminated from the asset earning money. 

Years ago some of the railroad bonds in 
which savings banks were allowed to invest 
paid seven and eight per cent interest. As 
fast as those bonds fell due they were either 
paid off and cancelled, or were refunded 
by other issues drawing a lower rate of in- 
terest. This process has been going on uniil 
now the return is small, yielding a max- 
imum of not over 114 per cent above the 
amount paid to the depositor. Out of this 
11%4 per cent and sometimes less, the ail- 
ministration expenses of the bank, the main- 
tenance of surplus as a provision against 
emergencies, and a fair profit to share- 
holders.—Paul Leake in Detroit Free Press. 


INDIANA DEPOSITORY BILL. 


In response to a request for a statement 
on the proposed depository legislation by 
the coming session of the Indiana Legisla- 
ture, addressed to a number of representa- 
tive members of the body, messages have 
come to The Indianapolis Star in support of 
the prospective law. 

The two questions submitted to the law 
makers by The Star were as follows: 

Are you in favor of the enactment of the 
public depository law by the coming Legis- 
lature? 














If so, what rate of interest do you think 
the banks should pay on public funds? 

Of the list of men who have answered the 
questions there is but one opposed, and he 
declares that he is in favor of such a law 
if it is based on practicable business meth- 
ds. 
, The general concensus of opinion is that 
the rate of interest to be paid by the banks 
on public funds should be low, and that the 
authorized depository should not be chosen 
by bids, as it is pointed out that the weaker 
banks would naturally bid the highest for 
the funds. 





NEW METHODS SUGGESTED. 


Bankers have been much interested in 9 
suggestion made by Paul Warburg of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., regarding an improvement in 
present banking methods. Briefly stated, 
Mr. Warburg’s suggestion is that commer- 
cial paper should be made more readily ne- 
gotiable through bank indorsement, which 
would enable it to be rediscounted as many 
times as holders of it might desire up to the 
time of maturity. Under present conditions 
the borrower receives money from the bank, 
and his note becomes an illiquid asset in 
the bank’s portfolio. If the bank desires 
to raise money it usually ases its own credit, 
instead of adding its credit to that of the 
borrower, thus making the dead note a live 
instrument of exchange. 

According to the reports of the comptrol- 
ler of the currency, the amount of commer- 
cial paper held by the national banks in the 
United States on Sept. 4, 1906, was $2,- 
278,000,000. Out of this enormous amount 
only $11,500,000 had been rediscounted, 
while the banks had borrowed upon their 
own bills payable $37,336,000. Probably 
the commercial paper held by the state 
banks and trust companies would amount to 
very nearly as much as that held by the na- 
tional banks. Mr. Warburg suggests that 
if this commercial paper could be made 
available through bank indorsement for dis- 
count in Europe, the necessity of drawing 
finance bills would be almost entirely obviat- 
ed and we should create a new and most 
powerful medium of international exchange; 
a new defense against gold shipments. He 
says that in view of the-fact that a great 
many millions of even Russian bills are con- 
stantly held by French, English, and Ger- 
man banks, institutions and capitalists, 
there is no reason to doubt that these same 
avenues can be readily opened to American 
paper. He adds: ‘‘In order thus to make 
our paper and parcel of the world’s inter- 
national exchange, it needs, however, as a 
preliminary condition, to become the found- 
ation on which our own financial edifice is 
erected. It must have a ready home market, 
where it can be rediscounted at any moment. 
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‘‘Our methods are just the reverse of the 
European system. With us call money does 
not go into the bill market. Every Amer- 
ican bank, since it cannot count on reselling 
the notes which it buys, must necessarily 
limit the amount which it can properly in- 
vest in American paper, and as a conse- 
quence almost all the call money is invested 
in demand loans on the stock exchange.’’ 


DECISION AFFECTS LOANS 


In a suif to recover on $80,000 from the 
defunct Corning State bank of Des Moines, 
Ia., Judge Evans ruled that the Iowa State 
Savings of Des Moines, cannot loan money 
to savings institutions except for deposits, 
expense of management and obligations in- 
curred to obtain money to pay its deposits. 
The Iowa State Savings bank had $16,000 
in certificates guaranteed by President 
Larrue of the defunct bank and the balance 
of about 52,000 in notes. The Des Moines 
National had _ eertificates of deposits 
amounting to $10,500 issued in the name 
of Beaumont Apple and assigned to the Des 
Moines institution. The court in its decision, 
declared that this transaction was a loan, 
that the Corning bank had no right to bor- 
row under such conditions and that Re- 
ceiver Andrews had no legal liability for 
the payment.
